Sec. 4. Every racing inclosure under this act 
shall contain not less than thirty acres and the 
owner, person, firm, or corporation conducting 
such racing inclosure may offer prizes to be 
competed for at race meetings held therein for 
contests of speed and endurance between horses, 
end may adopt rules and regulations governing 
the entry of horses intending te compete for such 
priges and the manner of competing therefor, 
and may charge an entrance fee for the horses so 
competing and may charge admission to such in- 
closure and may charge for other privileges 
granted and rented within such racing inclosure, 
such entrance fees, admission fees, and fees for 
privileges to be uniform and equal to all per- 
sons for like privileges, but at all times shall 
have the right to exclude objectionable or die 
reputable persons therefrom. 

Sec. 5, All race meetings provided for in this 
act shall be held in the period of time between 
the Ist day of May and the lst day of November 
thereafter following each year, and at no other 
time, and shall notexceed sixty days in the ag- 
gregate in each year, and such race meetings 
shail be conducted between the hours of 12 
o’elock noon and 7 o'clock of the afternoon of 
every day, and during such number of days, and 
between such hours only. 

Sec. 6. Any person or persons, as individuals or 
officers of any association or corporation, giving 
any such race meeting, who shall permit wagers 
to be made or pools to be bor cht or sold upon or 
within such inclosure, except as hereinbefore 
provided for and permitted, shall forfeit and pay 
to the county in which such race meeting is held 
not less than $200 nor more than $1,000 
for every day such wagering or buying and 
selling of poolsis permittedin violation of this 
act, the same to be sued for and recovered in the 
name of the people of the State of Lllingis in any 
court having jurisdiction thereof. Any person or 
persons who shall fail to pay the tax imposed 
upoa him or it by this act shall forfeit and pay 
to the Stale of Illinois the sum of $1,000 a day 
foreach day he or it fails to pay such tax, to 
be collected in any court having jurisdiction 
thereof. 

Sec. 7. All acts and parts of acts, in so far as 
and to the extent that they conflict with this act, 
are hereby repealed.

The revenue bill was discussed in Com mit- 
tee of the Whole and the several sections of 
the Jones amendment were adopted. They 
are the changes desired by the Chicago Real 
Estate Board and the Civie Federation. 

Mr. McCarthy introduced a bill taxing ball 
games, The provisions are as follows: 

There shall be paid into the State Treasury a 
tax of 2 per cent upon the gross receipts of all 
games of bali, commonly called baseball, played 
within an inclosure and to which an admission 
fee is charged. The owner or owners, or person 
or persons having charge of such inclosed 
grounds shall make an annual report Nov. 20 
of each year under oath of'the gross receipts 
from games of ball, commonly called basebail, 
played therein to the County Treasurer of the 
county wherein said grounds are located, and 
shall pay to said County Treasurer 2 per cent of 
gross receipts so reported. Such County Treas- 
urer shall immediately remit the amount re- 
ceived to the State Treasurer. No games of ball, 
commonly called baseball, to which an admissior 
fee is charged, shall be played in an inclosure on 
Sunday. 

Party rivalry and jealousy was manifested 
in several sharp debates that took place in 
the Senate this morning. ‘The’ gauntlet for 
these struggles between Republicans and 
Democrats was thrown down bya resolution 
offered by Senator Craig. This recited that, 
whereas, the Senate had been in session since 
Jcne 25 at the call of the Governor and that 
it had neglected to carry out the business for 
which it was called, and whereas the majority 
was not disposed to transact this business and 
that but four committee meetings had been 
held and but few bills reported back from 
these committees, that it was resolved that all 
bills introduced be recalled from the various 
committees and be placed on the Senate 
calendar for immediate consideration. Also, 
that the Senate remain in session until it has 
finished all the business that came under the 
head of the Governor’s call. , 

No objection bemg raised to Senator Craig’s 
motion to take resolution under considera- 
tion, he moved a suspension of the rules for 
that purpose. This was lost—yeas, 12; nays, 
27. 

The Senate Judiciary committee, to which 
has been referred Mr. Hogan’s arbitration 
bill, held a meeting immediately after the 
session of the Senate this morning and took 
the bill under consideration. It was decided 
to report the bill introduced by Senator 
Dunlap as an amendment substitute of the 
House bill. ‘The bills are identical in all im- 
portant particulars, except that the Senate 
bill contains no provision for local boards of 
arbitration.

SLAIN BY THE REDS. 


REPORT THAT FIFTY-NINE WHITES 
HAVE BEEN SLAUGHTERED. 


Said to Have Been Slain in Jackson 
Hole, but There Is No Confirmation= 
All the Passes Closely Guarded and 
Little Chance of Getting Authentic 
News=Indians Known to Be Massing 
for a Fight—Other Tribes Joining the 
Bannocks<Troops on the Way. 


Pocatello, Idaho, July 25.—| Special. |—Re- 
ports from Market Lake say the Rexburg 
paper of today reports fifty-nine white people 
killed by the Bannocks near Jackson's Hole. 
There is no way to confirm the report and it is 
not credited. A courier is expected at Mar- 
ket Lake hourly from the vicinity of Jack- 
son’s Hole with the latest news. 
There has been nothing received at Market 
Lake for three days of an authentic nature, 
It is certain all-of the passes are closely 
guarded about Jackson’s Hole, which accounts 
for the meagre news. It is feared the Indians 
will take advantage of the small number of 
settlers and commit wholesale murders before 
the soldiers can interfere, : 

Four hundred Lemhi Indians are reported 
to have joined the Bannocks on Fall River 
and to be preparing to make an onslaught 
upon the whites. It is probable Gov. Me. 
Connell will be called upon to aid in eup- 
pressing violence.

INDIANS MASSING AT JACKSON HOLE, 


Utes and Other Tribes Going to the Aid of 
the Bannocks. 

Cheyenne, Wyo., July 25.—[Special.]— 
The news that government troops have been 
ordered to the front was received with uni- 
versal satisfaction. Gov. Richards at once 
wired Gen. Stitzer at Market Lake and in- 
structed him to notify the settlers of Jack- 
son’s Hole troops were on the .way to protect 
their lives and property and réturn the In- 
dians to their reseryations. Also to adtise 
them to act only on the defensive and not to 
precipitate an attack. . 

The Governor today received-several dis- 
patches indicating the rapid concéntration of 
different bands of Indians in. the vicinity of 
Jackson’s Hole, including Lempie and Utes. 
Gen. Stitzer telegraphed from Market Lake, 
Idaho, as follows: 

Operator at Beaver Cafion wires here that about 
200 Lempi bucks passed that point today headed 
toward Yellowstone Park. 

Indians Eager for the Fray. 


The following is from Col, F. M, Foote of 
the Wyoming National Guard, at Evanston, 
Wyo.: 

A. A. Steedes, a sheep owner of Labarge, now on 
Ham's Fork with his sheep, reports a bunch of 
Bannocks camred on the east slope of the divide 
between Ham’s Fork and Cokeville, about 
twelve miles from Cokeville, and. between 
twenty-five and thirty miles from Ham's Fork 
Station. He counted thirty-six tepees and esti- 
mates the number at over 100,” Thinks 
there is anocher lot a few hundred miles further 
up the stream; says they have not less than 800 
horses and thinks they may have double that 
number. They have no squaws or papooses 
with them. Itis reported that a bunch of Utes 
crossed the railroad near Leroy Station four or 
five days ago, headed to the north, estimated 
from fifty to seventy. It is also reported that 
another bunch are in camp an Smith’s Fork, 
about ten miles from Fort Bridger.

At the best the United States troops going 
to the scene of the Indian troubles will not be 
able to leave Market Lake before Sunday 
morning, and it will take three days, or till 
Wednesday, to reach Marysvale. In that 
time it is impossible to foretell what may 
happen, but in all probability an engagemeit 
will be fought between the hostile forces. Tht 
latest advices are to the effect that the Indians 
are concentrating their warriors from all 
sides, as if they were preparing for a battle, 
The great advantages possessed by the Indians 
in carrying on a war of this kind make them 
a foe not to be despised. One expert observer 
said today: 

‘“*The government is making its old-time 
blunder of sending outa couple of hundred 
soldiers mounted upon grain-fed horses to 
hunt the mountains for a sleepless enemy. 
The Thornburg massacre was a specimen of 
the result of this folly. The government in 
that case sent three companies of raw cavalry, 
100 fresh recruits, just enough to invite a 
conflict, and the delusion that the Indians 
dare not attack United States troops was once 
more dispelled.”’ 

Troops on the March, 


Maj. John Randall, now stationed at Fort 
Russell, will join Gen, Coppinger here and 
accompany him through the campaign. He 
is a veteran in frontier and Indian service 
and took a conspicuous part in the wars with 
the Sioux. Col. Frank M. Foote of the Wy- 
oming National Guard has wired his desire to 
accompany the expedition. 

The four companies of the Ninth United 
States Cavalry started this morning from 
Fort Kobinson, Neb., over tne Fremont and 
Elkhorn railway. On reaching Orin Junc- 
tion in this State they took the Cheyenne 
Northern running south to Cheyenne. Here 
they were transferred to the Union Pacific, 
and will be pushed rapidly forward to Market 
Lake, Idaho, the nearest railroad point to the 
scene of trouble, These troops reached this 
city at 10 o’clock this evening with Gen. 
Coppmger, who will direct all movements. 
Lieut.-Col. Bernard of the Ninth Cavairy is 
in command of the fort detail. Two pack- 
trains stationed at Fort Russell, near 
this city, joined the expedition here. 
They have sixty-eight mules and equip. 
ment for mountain service, ail in 
charge of Chief Mooney and a company of 
packers. From here the expedition goes to 
Ogden, via the Union Pacific, thence by the 
Utah Northern to Market Lake. From that 
point it is 128 miles to Marysvale. State 
Auditor Owens says the road for ninety miles 
is excellent, The next fifteen miles over the 
Teton range is rough, but the ranchmen travel 
the road with their teams, and the govern- 
ment wagons ought to go through easily.

CHASED TO DEATH BY BLOODHOUNDS.,

Four Negro Desperadoes Driven Into the 
Ocean, Where They Drown, 

Fernandina, Fila., July 25.—([Special.]— 
Chased by a posse, with the bay of biood- 
hounds sounding nearer and nearer, and with 
every avenue of escape cut off, four negro 
outiaws dashed into the ocean near Fort 
George today and were drowned. The vic- 
tims were Tudor Brown, Willie Cook, Sim 
Echols, and John Armstrong. They were 
desperate characters, who broke jail at Fer- 
nandina Sunday night and hid in the scru> 
along the beach. Sheriff Higginbotham de- 
termined to hunt them down. 

His deputies started last night, divided into 
three companies. Each company was pro- 
vided with bloodhounds. The party coming 
northward first saw the negroes. The four 
men were on the beach shooting craps. They 
fled, but were met by the second posse and 
chased back. Then the hunted men tried to 
escape into the interior, but were turned back 
by the third company. 

All this while the man-hunters were gradu- 
ally narrowing the limits about the negroes. 
Sheriff Higginbotham called on the negroes 
to surrender, but they refused. Then the 
bloodhounds were unleashed and the deputies 
closed in and began firing. The negroes stood 
as if dazed tor a moment and then rushed 
into the ocean. 

In the faint moonlight they were seen bob- 
bing u) and down on the waves and then they 
disappeared. The aeputies waited until the 
sun rose, and a trail of blood was found lead- 
ing dewn into the ocean, showing that the 
negroes had been wounded.

In the course of the examination the police 
officials put several questions to Conner 
which indicate that traces of a new 
crime have been discovered, Hints of 
another disappearance and another mur- 
der were plainly conveyed in some of the 
questions put to Conner, What these ques- 
tions were jealing up to the police declined 
to make public at this time. 

While Conner’s statement gives no direct 
evidence of crime such as Hoimes is charged 
with, it is regarded as valuable in that it may 
be corroborative of important developments 
likely to arise in the near future. 


MORE BONES IN HOLMES’ CELLAR. 


Searchers Unearth Sections of Another Skel- 
eton in Sixty-third Street. 
Yesterday was “ ladies’ day” at the 
Helmes Building at Sixty-third and Wallace 
streets, where the search is being prosecut- 
ted for evidence of crime, there being a 
crowd of young women in bloomers around 
the building ali day, as wellas many women 
in ordinary attire, and girls of all ages, but 
they were all disappointed, as nothing was 
brought forth to their gaze. The police had 
difficulty in restraining several of them 
who were bent on forcing their way into the 
building and viewing for themselves the 
scenes described in the newspapers. 

One evidence of the voracity of the curi- 
osity-hunters and specimen gatherers was 
the discovery yesterday that the door of the 
Wallace street entrance leading to the upper 
floors had been forced and the store-room en- 
tered. Papers and other articles had been 
removed. In the crowd have been several 
young men who took an active part in the 
proceedings when the investigation began, 
and while attempting to palm themsel 
for reporters were finally co to ac- 
knowledge that they were “w s 
gaged in collecting material for a book of 
Holmes’ crimes. Some of these are suspect- 
ed of the vandalism. The police are indig- 
nant and consider it an interference that will 
not be permitted to pass unnoticed. 


It deveioped that soon after Holmes’ arrest 
Mrs. Holmes and a dressmaker named Ella 


Waugh visited the premises and spent some 


time there. They, it is alleged, examined a 
large chestin the house, It is further as- 
serted that certaiu visitors searched the chest, 
removed a number of papers, and destroyed 
a number of others contained in the box. 
When the workmen began digging yester- 
cay their numbers had. been augmented, 
the result being a much more rapid and 
thorough search of the cellar. The discov- 
ery of the day before suggested a closer in- 
vestigation in the débris in the vicinity of 
the ‘“‘find’’ of the child’s bones, and in the 
pile_of dirt excavated at that place were 
found several more small bones. These con- 
sisted of another piece of the collar bone, 
one hip socket, and a fragrant that experts 
pronounced a portion of a shoulder socket. 
With the exception of the last-named bone, 
which might have belonged to the anatomy 
of an adult, the pieces evidently belonged 


with those found in the same place Wednes- ’ 


day. As the workmen.dug down deep in 
other parts of the cellar they found nothing 
of a startling nature, but ran across a num- 
ber of private sewer connections and rain- 
pipe not to be found in the building or sewer 
department maps of the city. 


Digging in the Middle Cellar. 

The middle cellar, where the bones were 
found Wednesday and yesterday, was dug 
over in many places, and later in the day the 
workmen commenced to excavatein the south 
cellar, at the south wall of which is the open- 
ing to the gas tank, which provided the first 
sensation in the investigation. Efforts are 
being made to locate the engine boiler, which 
was operated in connection with this gener- 
ator, and which the police believe may pro- 
vide some additional features of a criminal 
nature. When they stopped work for the 
night a trench had been dug next to the east 
or front wall across the south cellar, and 
while nothing was revealed an almost over- 
powering gas rendered it difficult for the 
workmen to proceed. This gas is supposed to 
come from some hidden pipe leading to the 
old gas generator. 

Strictest caution and secrecy had marked 
the attitude of the detectives in regard to the 
investigation of this building and the gener- 
al Chicago end of the Holmes case since its 
beginning, and any bit of valuable evidence, 
or such as might prove so, is speedily gotten 
under cover by these men

OANADA TO BEGIN EXTRADITION 
PROOEEDINGS FOR HOLMES, 


Officials There Believe They Have the Best 
Chance to ‘Convict the Murderer 
Holmes in Philadelphia Professes to 
Be Eager for the Chance to Prove His 
Innocence«Hotel Man in Hamilton, 
Ont., Believes Holmes and Miss Will- 
iams Were There Last September. 


Toronto, Ont., July 25.—{Special.}—Crown- 
Attorney Dewart teday consulted Deputy 
Attorney-General Cartright and laid before 
him the request for the extradition of 
Holmes. The application will. be made as 
quickly as the necessary formalities can be 
complied with, and will be pressed upon the 
United States authorities as earnestly as pos- 
sible. The warrant will be sent at once to 
Philadelphia, and the authorities there will 
hold Holmes upon the charge of the double 
murder in Toronto, and, the Canadian war- 
rant being served first, could take prece- 
dence over the one which seems likely to be 
issued from Chicago. 

During the time in which that warrant 
holds good the depositions will be prepared 
and sent on to Philadelphia, and then the ap- 
plication for the surrender of Holmes will 
be urged upon the United States. Toronto has 
the strongest case, and it is believed Holmes 
and his friends will endeavor to have him 
removed to Chicago for trial, where, by the 
use of money and taking advantage of the 
laxity of the law,the case could be prolonged 
indefinitely. 

Toronto wants Holmes that there may be 
no délay in his trial here. But there is no 
limit of time during which bis extradition 
may be sought for such an offense. 


THINKS HOLMES WAS IN HAMILTON, 


Hotel Man Identifies Pictures of the Mur- 
derer and Miss Williams. 


Hamilton, Ont., July 25.—[Special.j—lIt is 
almost certain Holmes, the multi-murderer, 
was in Hamilton in September last. He was 
accompanied by an aged man and a woman, 
who are now believed to have been Hatch 
and Minnie Williams. From various sources 
it has been learned that Sept. 27 a stylishly 
dressed elderly man arrived in this city and 
registered at the St. Nicholas Hotel as from 
Chicago. He acted suspiciousi? and the 
detectives watched him. He did not talk 
much, but told a story about business rela- 
tions in the Windy City. : 

A few days later a young lady arrived at the 
hotel and registered as the wife of the old 
man. She was 20 or 30 years his junior and 
considerable attention was paid them, al- 
though they went out little. The following 
Saturday night a younger man arrived. Sun- 
day he was around the city in two or three 
disguises and had one or two interviews 
with the young woman. He left that night, 
and a day or two afterwards the old man and 
the young woman left the hotel and went 
to board or keep house in the east end, just 
where it has been impossible to find out. 

Mr. Mcliean, one of the proprietors of the 
St. Nicholas Hotel, was this morning shown 
a cut’of Minnie Williams, the woman who 
so mysteriously disappeared, and he says 
he is almost positive she is the woman who 
spent some days at the hotel as the wife of 
the aged Chicago man, He saw a. cut of 
Holmes and thinks he is the man who vis- 
ited the hotel the Saturday mentioned. The 
reason he remembers the occurrence is the 
woman was strikingly dressed and acted 
like a Westerner, and the man changed his 
clothes twice or three times during the day. 
The old man may be Hatch and there are 
those who think it possible that he may have 
taken the Williams girl to a house in this 
city and made away with her. 


MES. IRONS CORKECTS A STATEMENT. 
She Makes Others Also About Which There 
Is a Dispute. 


Mrs. Jennie Irons, No. 665 West Madison 
street, was willing to admit last night there 
was just a possible chance she was mistaken 
as to the identity of the woman who, with 
Holmes and two children, stopped at her 
house for two days last fall. 

A. Philadelphia detective called on Mrs. 
Irons some time ago and showed her a pic- 
ture of Minnie Williams, Mrs. Irons at once 
identified it as the photograph of the woman 
who. had been at her house: wit olmes. 
Last. night when Mrs. Irons was asked if 
there were no chance of a mistake she said: 

‘Well, the woman in the picture was 
dressed just as was the woman who came to 
my house with Holmes. The woman with 
him, however, may have been his Indiana 
wife. When the detective from Philadelphia 
and one from Chicago called on me they told 
me Holmes. said he had left a trunk at my 
house, and that they wished to see it. 
liolmes left no trunk here. When he came 
with the’woman and the children he had two 
gatchels and a bundle and nothing else. 
What object he had in sending the detectives 
here I cannot imagine. I have been quoted 
as saying that Holmes spoke of the children 
with him as though they were hisown. He 
did nothing of the kind. He said he had two 
children with him and nothing further, The 
little ones were treated kindly by Holmes, 


and they were not afraid of him in the least. 


The boy cut up so the first evening they 
were at my house that I had to speak to him 
several times to keep him quiet. He insisted 
Holmes was 
markedly attentive to the woman with him, 
and who I thought at the time was his wife. 

“Again, I have been quoted as saying that 
Holmes was a little man. He was not. He 
was of good size and weighed, I should 
think, not far from 190 pounds. When he 
came to the door with the others and asked 
for rooms:he shoved his hat to the back of 
his head and looked me square in the face. 
I had a good look at him as well. There is 
no mistake about his being the Holmes now 
under arrest. Holmes himself in the Phila- 
delphia jail told the detectives that he staid 
two days at my house, and that is why they 
came here. 1 had never thought of my 
lodger in conmection with the case prior to 
that time. I would like to know what his 
obiect was in telling them that he left a 
trunk here. 

“Holmes said that they would stay two 
days certainly and possibly three. He paid 
for two days in advance and the morning of 
the third day he said they would leave. I 
believe they were in hiding then. Thev 
took a cable car and left, and that was the 
last I knew of them until the call of the de- 
tectives.”’

It was in euch a strain as this that Mr. Har- 
yey closed the debate and it was announced 
it would not be resumed until Saturday after- 
poon at lo’clock. The audience numbered 
the usual hundred and Mr. Harvey had a 
siean shave andanew hair cut. Mr. Horr 
fuck closer than usual to his manuscript and 
the debate was keener and more g:ngery than 
thatof preceding days. The points of radical 
disagreement, fortified by statistics on either 
side, were those of the relative cost of pro- 
ducing gold and silver, the average prices of 
agricultural products before and after si! verde- 
monetization, and the demand that exists fora 
jarger use of silvers as money. Mr, Harvey 
gmerted it cost on the average nearly $2 an 
ounce to mine silver; Mr. Horr quoted 
siatistics to show it had been mined at a cost 
as iow as 15 cents an ounce, and held it to be 
a business proposition that the mining of si- 
yer sould not proceed if it were being. con- 
ducted ata loss. Itcould be mined at a 
profit.at less than 60 cents per ounce, but the 
free silverites demanded the whole people 
should pay $1.29 an ounce for it. This he 
considered class legislation of a vicious order. 
Wr. Horr showed that corn had increased in 

product and value since demonetization, and 
Mr. Harvey showed that wheat had decreased. 
Mr. Horr-argued that silver nad decreased in 
‘price along withouwr commodities because 
of overproduction, and Mr. Harvey held that 
legislation had decreased its price. But for 
iis demonetization the farmer today would 
receive the same as the farmer in Mexico, 
about $125 for 100 bushels of wheat instead 
of $67. This pcint was immediately seized 
upon by Mr. Horr, who asserted, and the 


| ‘gadience applauded approval, that the Ameri- 


ean farmer could take the dollars received 
for his 100 bushels of wheat and quickly ex- 
change them with the Mexican farmer for the 
larger pumber of Mexican doilara he received. 
One held that the average price of farm 
products had increased since demonstization, 
the other that 1t had decreasec. 

* It is not the value of the silver dollar Mr. 
Harvey would increase,”’ said Mr. Horr, ** it 
is the value of the gold doliar he would de- 
crease.” 

Mr. Horr showed a constant increase in 
wealth of the American people and said the 
farmer's dollar would buy more tinware, 
reapers, tea, sugar, calico, etc., several times 
over, than it would in 1867. Mr. Harvey ad- 
mitted the increase in weaith, but said it all 
passed into the hands of the few, while the 
many were in want. 

Mr, Harvey quoted statistics on his side to 
show there was not enough primary money in 
circulation todo the business of the country 
and that it was fortified by bank credits. He 
attacked the whole banking and credit system 
and said the Shylocks of oid loaned their own 
money while modefn Shylocks loaned other 

peopie’s money: Mr. Horr promised on an- 
Other day to take up the bank question and to 
show the banking system was a Vital function 
of government and that bank credits are the 
lifeblood of the Nation. What he wanted Mr. 
Harvey to consider tuday was the fact that in 
226 leading articles produced on the, farm 
and in shops and factories, there had been a 
decrease in price of only 7 per cent, while sil- 
ver had depreciated 50 per cent, but not be- 
cause of any change in the measure of value. 

The closing hour of Mr. Harvey’s time was 
devoted to an attempt to show that the bank- 
etfs were organized to increase the value of 
their property-money and to decrease the 
vaiue of all other forms of property. Mr. 
Horr showed there had been $6.000,000,000

Mr. Harvey—Now Mr. Horr comes here and 
tells you silver was demonetized because gold is 
the best measure of values. When crowded with 
the logic and common sense that confront him 
he makes.an assertion that he would like to see 
all the nations, or enough of them, cOme together 
to adopt the: double standard, right after having 
said that the nations in 1873, when we did have 
both metals, had demonetized it because gold was 
the best measure of value. He is here to advocate 
that principle. He comes from a city where they 
are sending out circulars all over the country. 
One of them commences to read this way. Itis 
from the Bankers’ Association in New York: 

“We are convinced that the one thing that is 
wanted at present to help along the repeal of the 
Sherman law [this was at that time] is a volume of 
petitions from Southern and Western cities and 
tewns. The feelings and desires of the people of 
New York and Boston are perfectly well known 
in Washington to be in favor of the repeal.’’ 

Bankers all over the country were working up 
petitions and sending them to Washington to in- 
fluence Congressmen. Again: 

““We task you to join us at once urging upon 
Congress and the President the immediate repeal 
of the Sherman silver law of 1890 for the reasons 
following :"’ 

They are organized and they are a great organ- 
ization and just as Mr. Horr’s paper said that I 
read from in the Congressional Record: ‘‘Capital 
me organized and Congress does not dare fly in its 

ace."’ 

Mr. Horr—My friend Harvey is very much dis- 
tressed because I insist upon discussing this ques- 
tion in a logical manner, It bothers him terribly, 
but I don't blame him. The difficulty is, he has 
got a lot of essays that somebody has prepared or 
he has, and if he isn’t reading one of them he isn’t 
happy. I desire to say in my closing remarks 
that before the debate ends I shall attempt to show 
the people of this country that banks are just as 
great a blessing to the world and as necessary a 
part of civilization as the railroads and machinery 
and any other modern improvement that has 
blessed the toiling millions. 


Will Stick to the Regular Order. 

But I shall do it in the regular order. I can- 
not be swerved from the regular order. Before I 
say anything else I want to call attention to the 
question, Brother Harvey, you asked me because 
you might think I slighted you if I paid no atten- 
tion to it. I will read it again so we will under- 
stand it. 

“I am going to ask Mr. Horr a question, and if 
he fails to answer it in harmony with his theory I 
ask a verdict against him.’’ 

l want to say a word just there, That is nice 
enough in talking, but if you had a true concep- 
tion you would have said, if I fail to give it ac- 
cording to the truth I shall call him to accaunt, 
for you know I may be wrong—lI don’t think Iam, 
but I am not dead sure I am right on everything 
in this world. A man who has lived as long as I 
have and has had the headache from the study of 
as many questions has learned that he may be 
mistaken. 

*““*The table on production of silver for the world 
shows the worid’s production in 1860 to have been 
$40,800,000, and that the production increased each 
year till in 1872, twelve years later, when it was 
$65,250,000. Here was an increase of 64 per cent 
in twelve years. Now, if you are right, why did 
not this increase break down the price of silver? 
And before you answer I will call your attention to 
the twelve years 1872 to 1884, where the increase is 
63 per cent, 1 per cent less than the previous 
twelve years, during which time the price of silver 
had failen 17 per cent.”’ 

Now he wants me to answer that question. Here 
it is: The reason why silver did not fall more be- 
tween 1860 and 1872 was because of the enormous 
demand for it in the Orient. Mulhall (page 309) 
gives the imports to India alone from 1860 to 1870 
at $500,000,000, while from 1870 to 1880 she took 
only $250,000,000. The entire production of silver 
from 1860 to 1870 was $500,000,000, and was ut- 
terly absorbed by India alone, while the produc- 
tion from 1870 to 1880 was $665,000,000 more than 
India absorbed. The difficulty is that silver, iike 
everything else, is affected in its price by the de- 
mand for its use. 

“ Silver Not Demonetized. 


It may have been affected by the fact that the 
people have ceased to hoard it in days gone by; 
there are a dozen reasons why the peopie, not 
wanting a thing, don’t take it, that’s all. It is 
not because there is less silver used as money; 
because there is an enormously increased amount 
used as money. I will not stop now to show the 
exact figures, Dut the increase, as I remember it, 
since 1873, of silver that has been absorbed into 
use as money is something like $1,300,000,000, so 
when a man says that silver is demonetized by any 
nation on the face of the earth—unless he gives a 
definition to ‘‘demonetized’’ not in the dictionary 
—he states a thing thatis nottrue. Silver was re- 
fused free coinage and consequently ceased to be 
the measure of value in all the civilized nations of 
the world, but the demand for silver as money was 
not decreased by that legislation, and Mr. Harvey 
will not claim that. 

Mr. Harvey—lI do. 

Mr. Horr—Well, then, you claim it in the face of 
the facts of history. We have coined since the 
demonetization act of 1873 over $600,000,000, if my 
memory serves me right, in this country, or have 
it in the form of bullion in the Treasury, which 
we have taken from the markets of the world and 
paid for in cash—there is no doubt aboutit. Now, 
I submit to the people of the United States that I 
have shown beyond all question that the farm 
products of the country have not suffered as my 
friend claims at all. He knows it if he has looked 
it up as I have. He now comes back at me and 
tells you that I blow hotand I blow cold. He says 
in one minute I am claiming that productions are 
high and in the next that they are. low. Well, I 
don’t know that I cah make him understand it, 
but think the majority of this audience will under- 
stand it. I believe you who cheered with him so 
vociferously, who were so marvelously pleased 
when he mentioned in his last speech that we had 
‘“‘sweat-shops’’ in this country, you didn’t find 
any place to cheer Harvey when he stated that 
there was a pure. upright society of gentlemen, 
and located them in ivondonr. 

At the conclusion of the debate questions 
were received and considered from the fol- 
lewing: J. H. Daskin, Jacksonville; S. A. 
Robinson, New York; L. G. Powers, Minne- 
sota: T. B. Seeley, H® L. Bliss, F. H. Schulte, 
Chicago. 

At the request of Mr. Horr the debate was 
adjourned till Saturday.

OOMMITTEE TOGETHER. 


It Will Meet at Springfield Next Tuesday 
to Consider Matters Connected with the 
Outrageous Action of Party Men in the 
Legislature —Success Next Year Imper- 
iled by the Conduct of the Recalcitrants 
—=Perfidy of Some of the Members—Dem- 
ocratic Executive Committee Also Called 

Springfield, Ill., July 25.—{Special.]—John 

Tanner, Chairman of the Republican 

State Central committee, has issued a call 

for the committee to meet at the Leland 

Hotel in Springfield at 10 o’clock next Tues- 

day morning to consider the conditions 

which obtain in the Eighteenth Congress- 
ional District by reason of the death of 

Congressman Remann and other matters 

which will be brought to the attention of the 

committee. So soon as it was known that 

Mr, Tanner had issued this call Mr. Hinrich- 

sen, Chairman of the Democratic State Cen- 

tral committee, took the initiatory step to 
bring the Executive committee of that or- 
ganization together as quickly as possible. 

It was only after the greatest pressure that 

Chairman Tanner took the decisive action 

of today. He has hesitated a long time about 

the matter, although fully convinced that 

a grave emergency existed in whith the 

committee should take a part. He has been 

begged and implored by Republicans all 
over Illinois to get the committee together 
and luy the hand of the party organization 
on a lot of men in the House and Senate who, 
posing as Republicans, sleep with the Demo- 
crats and do the bidding of John P. Altgeld. 

Mr. Tanner will now be accused by a lot of 

“short stops ’ of a usurpation of authority 

and of meddling in affairs that do not con- 

cern the State Central committee. He isa 

man of action every time, and, having a 

thorough knowledge of everything that has 

transpired in Springfield during the regular 
and special sessions, is abundantly able to 
take care of himself.

Besides, the corporation in 
question has never controverted the open 
charge made in the newspapers of Denver 
that at the same election large sums were 
spent independently in the Third and Pourth 
Wards in order tosecure the election of its 
avowed candidates, 

In most cases the election expenses of cor- 
poration candidates were borne by the water 
compafy. Politicians estimate that the ex- 
penses of carrying the Third and Fourth 
Wards amounted to $2,000 and that candi. 
dates were furnished in the fourteen wards 
with $8,000, This would®make the total ex- 
pense to the water company to control the 
present Council $30,000. 

The tramway company has a large fna jority 
in this Council and measures against that 
corporation are quietly pigeon-holed. It is 
impossible to ascertain how much this iso- 
lated corporation expends. It is currently 
rumored in political circles that when the 
the company in 1893 took a hand in the 
county campaigr it expended $80,000. This 
year the fight politically has been a joint af- 
fair between the water company and the 
Street railway company, their issues being 
pooled, both corporations agreeimg on candi- 
dates before the conventions.

Aurora, Ill, July 25.—[Special,]—Mem- 
bers of the Illinois National Guard who live 
in Aurora do not look with favor on the Gov- 
ernor’s plan of sending them on a hot, dusty 
overland march to Ottawa instead of giving 
them a week of enjoyment at Camp Lincoln. 
They have not been encamped there since 
1891, and since they have seen active duty at 
the World’s Fair and the riots at Lemont, La 
Salle, and Chicago. A petition from the 
Captains of the various zampanies forming 
the Third Regiment will be sent to the Gov- 
ernor asking him to rescind the order, 

Springfield, Ill., July 25.—[Special. |—The 
action of Gov, Altgeld in overturning all the 
atrangements made for the tour of duty of 
the Third Regiment at Camp Lincoln has ex- 
cited general surprise ainung the officers and 
men of the lilinois National Guarda. It would 
be contrary to military etiquette for them to

Athletic Young Chicagoan Gives the ex- 
Champion the Battle of His Life in a 
Brilliantly Played Match=—Whirlwind 
Style of Play and Powerful Lefthand 
Smashes Disconcert the Old-Timer—Page 
and Howard Elting Defeat the Nebraska 
Cyclones=Myers Lets Wallace Out. 


Minneapolis, Minn., July 25.—[Special.j— 
The Northwestern tennis tournament at 
Minnetonka has now narrowed down to the 
leaders and tomorrow the semi-finals in 
both singles and doubles will be played off, 
leaving for Saturday only the final matches. 
The sensation of today’s play was a match 
between Charles Chase and 8. H. Waidner, 
the athletic little Chicagoan, which came 
very near heading off the ex-champion in 
his progress .towards the finals. Waidner 
was evidently a surprise to Chase, who did 
not know how to handle his whirlwind style 
of play. Waidner serves after the Carr 
Neel style, with a running start, and plays 
a net*game full of dangerous smashes, and 
Chase was forced to lob continually to save 
himself from being passed on the side lines, 
Chase opened with a love game to his cred- 
it, then took another, but Waidner returned 
the compliment as it was given. Chase 
then took three straight, but Waidner went 
him one better, smashing out four games in 
succession, bringing the score 6—5 in his 
favor. 

Waidner’s Chicago friends were wild and 
the cheering was almost all on his side, but 
he kept his head and defended the set splen- 
didly, only losing it after sixteen games had 
heen played. ‘He took two love games to be- 
gin the next set, and his aggressive smashes, 
which he used from every part of the court, 
forced Chase to a defensive game, at which 
the ex-champion was evidently not at his 
best. After winning three games Waidner 
was a trifie wild for a time, but recovered 
in time to take the set, 6—3. 


Chase Considerably Worried. 

Chase was evidently worried. He called 
a halt and went to his room, where he 
changed for rougher shoes and put on a 
Savage looking blazer. There was intense 
excitement around the court when the two 
faced each other for the third and decisive 
set. There seemed to be no odds to give 
either way, as Waidner was still fresh and 
full of confidence and sent his terrible left- 
handed drives in with the same frequence 
and success as at the start. But Chase was 
playing a different game. He lobbed less 
and time after time met Waidner at the net 
in hot and fast volley play. Each took a 
love game. Then Chase took one after win- 
ning vantage three times. Tien Waidner 
tied the score. After that Waidner does not 
appear from the score to have’ been on the 
court at all, for Chase took the next four 
straight and the match. Waidner did not 
fall down, but in these last gamés was clear- 
ly outplayed, point for point, by the older 
man. 

Chase came to Minnetonka with the in- 
tention of playing Neel, but after his ex- 
hibition today the talent is by no means cer- 
tain he will. Belden will meet him tomorrow 
in what will be one of the greatest matches 
of the week, and the local player is thought 
to have a fair chance of winning, as his per- 
formance in the doubles does not necessari- 
ly argue he is in poor trim for a match in 
singles.

It’is not so 
easy, though, to explain how, even with the 
amount of lead it carires, it is so stiffina 
breeze.

that the promise of redemption would be 
kept. As that hope decreased, in regard to 
time if not fact, during the progress of the 
war the buying power of the paper currency 
lessened, and as the prospect of redemption 
in coin improved the purchasing power of the 
currency increased until it reached par with 
gold in 1878, just before actual resumption 
at the beginning of 1879. That, in brief, is 
the record and the reason of the numerous 
and extensive fluctuations in the currency 
during those seventeen years and the vio- 
lent ups and downs in the prices of merchan- 
dise and other property, as measured In pa- 
per currency, while the gold prices of the 
same things varied but little. The paper 
“money " was good for nothing except as 
a promise to pay real money, and those who 
pretend to want a big issue of paper money 
not based on specie, claiming for it that it 
would be “ stable ’ and non-fluctuating, may 
take a lesson ‘from the violent fluctuations 
of our paper money from 1861 to 1878, in spite 
of the fact that few people had any doubts 
the paper would be redeemed some time. 


At the regular session of the Legislature 
the Senate passed the Littler revenue bill, a 
measure drafted in the interest of the tax- 
eating class, a large and influential one, 
whose members believe the taxpayers are 
their legitimate prey. The House, having 
more regard for the welfare of the people 
than the Senate, had left it unacted on. 
That dangerous bill, with none of its vicious 
provisions modified, has been reintroduced 
by its author and is now in the hands of the 
Revenue committee. 

Nothing which Altgeld can do to promote 
the passage of this bill will be left undone. 
It meets his views so fully in 80 many re- 
spects that Republicans should look upon it 
with suspicion. It embodies his pet idea of 
the abolition of the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion and the transfer of the duties now per- 
formed by it to the Governor, Auditor, and 
Treasurer. Those three State officers are to 
be given unlimited power over assessments. 
These three men are to fix at whatever fig- 
ure they see fit the valuation of all the rail- 
road property in Illinois. To do this is to 
vest in political officers a power which they 
would be tempted to use for political pur- 
poses, 

This is far from being the worst feature of 
the tax-eaters’ bill. The present law pro- 
vides that the manufacturing companies of 
this State, whose number and importance are 
increasing rapidly, shall be assessed only 
on the property they actually own—their 
plant, their stocks of goods on hand, etc. 
This is fair. But the Littler bill changes the 
law so as to make the capital stock the basis 
of taxation, the object being to increase the 
amount of money which may be wrung from 
the manufactures of the State for the sup- 
port of the tax-eaters. An agricultural 
implement manufactory or an iron mill will 
be required to pay taxes not on what it pos- 
sesses but on the excessive value the malice 
or ignorance of some assessor may put upon 
ifs capital stock. Overtaxation such as is 
contemplated will fall with crushing weight 
upon the manufacturing industries of Lli- 
nois. They will have to go somewhere else 
where tney are not thus handicapped. 

The author of this bill piles oaths upon 


‘oaths to compel and to enable the Assessor 


to extort complete lists of credits in their 
various forms to be put onthe assessment 
books at their fair cash value. All the mort- 
gages on property already listed and paying 
taxes, and the notes given to merchants and 
manufacturers, which are a promise of pay- 
ment for goods in the possession of others 
who pay the taxes thereon, are to be listed 
at their “fair cash value.”’ Those credits are 
mere liens on property already listed. 
If taxes are paid on them certain property 
pays double taxes. 

But listing of these credits will ad@ 
hundreds of millions to the assessment. It 
will be possible to squeeze more money out 
of the taxpayers for the support of more 
tax-eaters. It will enable every city and 
town to enlarge its bonded debt and plunge 
into extravagances against which they are 
protected now. It is easy to see why, in 
spite of its manifest injustice, the taxation 
of credits is insisted on, and why new and 
inquisitorial methods of unearthing them are 
proposed. 

While the assessments are to go up the lim- 
itations on taxation are not to go down pro- 
portionately. The present assessment of 
property in this city is $250,000,000, The 
Chicago tax-eaters would like to raise it by 
the listing of all property, credits included, 
to more than two billions. Then for city, 
county, and school purposes alone taxes 
amounting to $26,000,000, exclusive of the 
amount collected to pay interest on the 
bonded debt, could be levied. As the law is 
now the Drainage Board can collect $3,700,- 
000 a year. Under the Littler bill it could 
collect seven and a half millions. 

The passage of such a bill as this would 
damn the party which controlled the Legis- 
lature that enacted it. Therefore Altgeld 
made no attempt to have the last General 
Assembly, which was Democratic in both 
branches, put through such a measure. He 
is earnestly trying to get a Republican Gen- 
eral Assembly to commit such a criminally 
foolish act in order that When the campaign 
of 1896 comes on the voters may be in a state 
of fury over the revenue legislation of 1895. 

The Republicans in the Legislature can- 
not afford to play into the hands of Gov. 
Altgeld and the tax-eaters. If they double 
the burdens of the taxpayers, which are 
heavy enough already, the candidates of 
their party will not have a happy time of it 
next year. 


EXPENSES OF PHILADELPHIA STREET 
RAILWAYS. 

The different street railway lines in Phila- 
delphia and its suburbs have been united in 
one great corporation.. An officer of one of 
the consolidated companies speaks enthusi- 
astically of the saving of money that would 
ensue. He said: ‘‘ This means that there 
will no longer be a contest for the control of 
Common Councils. This item, with other 
economies along similar lines, will mean a 
saving of $500,900 every year.’ The words 
*‘ similar lines "’ refer doubtless to legislative 
expenditures and the sums paid to city and 
other officials to secure their favor. Using 
strong words, but proper ones, the corrup- 
tion and blackmail outlay of the Philadel- 
phia companies has been half a million a 
year. Much of this expenditure was due to 
the fact that rival conrpanies were compet- 
ing for franchises, and the highest bidder 
got them. Competition which breeds such 
corruption is not altogether desirable. 

It is a pity that there is no street railway 
man in this city who is as frank as this 
Fhiladelphian. It is well understood that 
the Chicago corporations are in the habit of 
contributing to the support of the Aldermen. 
There are animated contests between the 
surface roads sometimes over a particular 
street, and the victor in the contest must 
have to pay out a good deal of money. Some 
bills were passed by the Legislature at its 
lest session for the benefit of the street rail- 
road companies. They were vetoed and de- 
feated, but it is asserted that the companies 


much competition here between 
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which the Chicago Council has given are 
more valuable than those which the Phila- 
delphia Council had the disposal of. It seems 
also as if the Aldermen of this city ought to 
be as high-priced as those of the Quaker 
City. But the Council has two branches 
there, and it costs more to buy both than it 
would to buy one. | 

It may be assumed, therefore, that the in- 
cidental expenses of the Chicago street rail- 
roads are not as large as those of the Phila- 
delphia ones, and fall below half a million a 
year. But an inquisitive people would like 
to know more definitely what they amount 
to. It would enable them to form a better 
idea of the value of an Aldermanic position, 
and if the yearly contributions of the roads 
are large the people might get up some plan 
by which the roads could be freed from the 
necessity of making them. But accurate in- 
formation is needed first. Will the roads 


supply it? 


SHIRKING THE REAL QUESTION. 

int in the silver issue which is of par- 
tenad.rs interest to the people of the United 
States has received very little attention thus 
far in the Horr-Harvey debate. Itis the ad- 
yisability of maintaining the gold standard, 
which all admit has been in force for many 
years past, or of changing the standard to 
a much lower one, under which the curren- 
cy unit would have but about half its present 
purchasing power. Which do the people pre- 
fer? Which would be best for them? Un- 
der which system would the country prosper 
most? 

Unless these questions be answered the 
discussion of the other points in the contro- 
versy is little other than a mere waste of 
time and energy. It is like the arguing of 
law points which have nothing to do 
with the merits of the case pending 
before the court. The inquiry whether 
the ‘American lawmakers of a cent- 
ury ago, of sixty years since, or of 
twenty-two years ago, made a mistake in 
trying to legislate for conditions which they 
could not foresee may have some interest 
as a matter of history, but is not pertinent 
to the query if the seventy millions of people 
in the United States today shall be plunged 
into untold misery in order to vindicate a 
theory and enable those who advocate it to 
rejoice because they have gained a verdict. 

Tus TRIBUNE holds that the theory urged 
by the free silver extremists is absurd, or 
knavish, or both. Its advocates claim that 
the wealth of the people would be doubled 
by a halving in the value of the measuring 
unit, and they have the sublime impudence 
to preach this publicly. They ask the work- 
ingmen to indorse them, though in the same 
breath they say the workers have little or 
nothing to be thus doubled, so that on their 
own showing the benefit of the change, it 
any, would accrue to the comparatively few 
persons who now are railed at as owners of 
most of the property in the country. They 
ask the toiling classes to approve the de- 
mand because they say it would give “ re- 
lief * to debtors, meaning thereby that per- 
sons who owe money would be allowed to go 
free of indebtedness by paying half of what 
they owe. This might be a forcible conten- 
tion with a workingman who was dishon- 
est, provided he were the holder of property 
on which he had borrowed money. But the 
great majority of the toilers are not in that 
condition. They do not owe money. On the 
contrary, & great many of their number are 
creditors to the savings banks, the building 
loan associations, and the insurance compa- 
nies, and all the rest are creditors of their 
employers to the extent of what is due be- 
tween every two consecutive pay days. It 
is gravely proposed to all these people that 
they shall join in the demand to have their 
little investments paid to themselves or fami- 
lies in a kind of money having only half the 
buying power of the money they paid in, 
and their wages paid in similarly depreciated 
money, with no guarantee that their wage 
compensation would be nominally increased 
to compensate for the great disadvantage 
of the change. 

The utter wickedness of this proposition 
will be evident to any one who considers 
who it is that would receive the lion’s share 
of the gain from this nefarious arrangement 
for ‘the relief of debtors.” It is the per- 
sons who already own the great bulk of the 
real,and personal estate in the country and 
have borrowed money on it, pledging the 
property as security for repayment, or 
bought it on time payments to be made in 
the future. They aré to be allowed to keep 
their property while paying to the banks 
half their indebtedness fi the shape of half 
werth dollars, which depreciated money is 
to be paid out to the workingmen and women 
who have deposited it. If this be not a plan 
for making the rich richer and the poor 
poorer, then a plan for doing that never was 
invented. 

The talk about a “ crime of 1873” is all 
bosh, and the allegation about silver being 
demonetized is absurd in view of the vast 
mass of silver added to our money circula- 
tion since 1873. But if all were true that is 
claimed by the free silver extremists about 
“crime” and “ demonetization” it would 
furnish no valid argument for making the 
change they demand. All of the commercial 
indebtedness now existing, and nearly all 
of the present mortgage indebtedness of to- 
day, was incurred long since 1873, and the 
exceptions to the latter have been renewed 
at much lower rates of interest, while, as a 
rule, the property has increased vastly in 
value in the meantime. It would be the 
rankest kind of injustice to legalize the pay- 
ment of this indebtedness in a badly debased 
currency. 

It. would also enormously injure the peo- 
ple and their business for the future. Sec- 
retary Carlisle ably showed how the adop- 
tion of “‘ free coinage at 16 to 1” would in- 
evitably cause a slump to the 50-cent dollar 
basis, drive out all the gold, and leave us 
with a terrible scarcity of money, which 
it would,take many years to remedy by the 
coinage of more silver, the result being 
complete paralysis to our industries and 
commerce, and a more deplorable condition 
for the people than any that has been ex- 
perienced in our history. Is this true or not? 
Messrs. Horr and Harvey have had very 
Httle to say on this phase of the question, 
though its importance is so great that com- 


pared with it all others dwindle into insig- 
nificance. 


RACE TRACK GATE MONEY REVENUE. 

Under the guise of a revenue measure the 
race track gamblers have succeedéd in get- 
ting their bill introduced in the House. The 
opposition that was made to its introduction, 
however, is a significant indication of the 
fate which will overtake it once it comes up 
for action, and that, too, notwithstanding 


who have aided the gamblers by their in- 
fluence in order to put money in their own 
pockets. The bill provides for sixty days’ 
racing and legalizes local pool-selling. Its 
passage would reopen all the racing gam- 
bling dens which are now kept closed by 
hoalthy fear of prosecution under the 
statute.

there is a strong temptation to embezzle or 
otherwise rob their employers to make good 
their losses; to establish a publif{\nuisance; 
and to make life a burden to all quiet, re- 
spectable persons living in the neighborhood 
of the tracks. . ’ 

Tur TRIBUNE does not believe that the 
Legislature will ever give its consent to this 
wicked and dangerous compact. It does not 
believe that the great State of Illinois will 
ever stoop so low as to share with race 
track gamblers in their gate money. It be- 
lieves that at the first opportunity, in com- 
mittee or out of committee, the House will 
stamp out this pernicious bill.’ 


THE LATEST GRAND JURY INVESTIGA- 
TION. 

It is stated that the grand jury now in 
session has appoinfed a committee to in- 
vestigate the operation of the trolley sys- 
tem in this city. Oneof the jurors says that 
it is his duty and that of his associates ‘‘to 
take some steps that will at least help to put 
a limit to the operation of these machines of 
death in the business center.”’ 

The attention of the jury was not called to 
this subject by the Judge before whom it 
was sworn in, but he did say that a great 
many jail cases had to be looked after. 
Therefore there is quite enough business to 
occupy the time of the jurors during thelr 
brief session. Nor has there been any appeal 
on behalf of the public for the proposed inves- 
tigation, a feature of which is tq be an exam- 
ination of the books of the street car com- 
panies, ‘if they can be obtained, to discover 
the names of the persons who have received 
compgnsation for injuries inflicted by trolley 
cars. 

The people have come to look with some 
suspicion on volunteer grand jury investi- 


‘gations. They have generally been organ- 


ized to visit the gaming houses and reason 
with the gamblers, But as no gambling is 
being carried on now that branch of grand 
jury industry is atan end. The jurors will 
do more good by sticking to the business 
which has been brought: to their notice by 
the court, and by releasing from jail inno- 
cent people who may be there, or by indict- 
ing the guilty people confined there, than by 
investigating the workings of the claims de- 
partments of the street railroads, possibly in 
the interest of some attorney. 

Nothing that this jury can do or say can 
“drive the trolley off Clark street south of 
Adams,’’ or prevent its going on other 
streets in the business district, if the proper- 
ty-owners and the people who travel on 
street cars insist on having it. As this paper 
has stated before, an electric car without 
trailers is not as dangerous in the business 
district as a cable car with trailers. The 
substitution of the former for the latter 
would lessen the number of accidents. 

If evidence has been laid before the jury 
which tends to show that the officers of the 
companies which run electric cars ought to 
be indicted for killing somebody, let the 
jurors find an indictment if they think a con- 
viction can be had. But if they are going 
into this business simply because they think 
it is their mission to defend the businéss 
district from trolley invasion they are wast- 
ing their time. : 


THE CHICAGO POSTOFFICE. 

It is rumored at Washington that it is the 
intention of the Postoffice Department to cut 
down the number of carriers employed here. 
That could only be for the purpose of giving 
some other city or cities more. But the 
force of the Chicago office is too small now. 
Considering the amount of work done it is 
smalier than in any other place,. Chicagois 
entitled to more than it has, for there are 
not as Many now as are needed imperatively. 

The proportion of expenses to receipts here 
is but 4 per cent larger than it is in New 
York; is much less than in Philadelphia an‘ 
Brooklyn, and the same asin Boston. But 
the cost of service ought to be greater here 
than in New York, because in that city the 
population is much more concentrated than 
itishere. That is the case in Boston also. 

For the present fiscal year the receipts of 
the Chicago office will equal at least five 
million dollars. Even if the department 
were to give the 200 additional carriers and 
clerks Mr. Hesing has asked for and ought 
to have, the expenses would not exceed 
$2,200,000, or only 43 per cent of the receipts. 

ince this city turns into the Treasury so 
great a surplus and does so much to support 
the department it ought to be given the 
facilities with which to carry on business. 
Furthermore, Chicago is the distributing 
center for nearly five million people, and 
therefore does an enormous business for 
which it gets no credit in dollars and cents. 
But the department cannot expect that 
work to be done in a satisfactory manner if 
it will not supply the means for doing it. 

Such is the rapid growth of the population 
and the postal business of this city that 
even though the Washington authorities 
give all the additional men Mr. Hesing asks 
for now, this time next year the force will 
be overworked. In spite of census reports 
and of the increasing receipts of the Chicago 
office, the department officials have not been 
able to appreciate the rapid progress of this 
city. They ought to come out here and take 
a look over the ground. Were they to do so 
they could not hesitate to give Mr. Hesing 
all he asks for. 


LET CANADA HAVE HOLMES. 

A Coroner’s jury in Toronto has found a 
verdict to the effect that the man Holmes 
murdered Alice Pitzel in that city last Octo- 
ber. A warrant has been made out for him, 
and application will be made to the United 
States authorities for his extradition. There 
ought to be no hesitation about giving him 
up and letting Ontario have the credit and 
bear the expense of punishing him. 

The case against him there is the strongest 
one as yet, and probably willremainso. He 
is held in Philadelphia on the charge of hav- 
ing murdered Pitzel, the assumption being 
that the charred body of the man which fig- 
ured in his attempt to defraud the insurance 
company is. that of his accomplice and vic- 
tim. Possibly it is, but the identity has not 
been proved. ‘The question of the identity of 
the murdered girls in onto has been set- 
tled. As for the Chicago cases, they amount 
to little as yet. It would be difficult to se- 
cure a conviction on what has been discov- 
ered thus far. A skeleton has been found in 
the cellar of his bufiding on Sixty-third 
street, It may or may not be that of the 
girl: Gertrude Conner. The explanation 
‘which Holmes ‘gives of the existence of 
this skeleton is an ingenious one. He had 
‘pjanned @ fraud o's life insurance company. 
As @ prelimi ure he stole from a 
graveyard the. bély of a woman and her 
child. But his miscarried, and after 
keeping the. in a cold storage ware- 
house for a ti e had to bury them. Prob- 
ably this story is an utter falsehood, but still 
it would-be dificult to convict him here on 
the evidence now on hand, even if some more 
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ina] justice is administered more certainly | 


and more promptly in the courts of the Do- 


minion than in those of almost all the Amer- — 


ican States. The probabilities of a criminal 
getting his dues there are ten times greater 
than they are here.. A trial here would be 
protracted for months and would end in a 
disagreement of the jury. 

The criminal law of the Dominion is not 
defaced by the technicalities and other de- 
fects which make it so difficult to punish of- 
fenders here. So, while the Chieago police 
ought to go on with their investigations 
and shed all the light possible on Holmes’ 
black past, Canada is the place to try him 
in. The State’s-Attorney of Philadelphia 
recognizes that fact and will put no obsta- 
cles in the way of his extradition. 


THE WYOMING INDIAN TROUBLE. 

If any officer in the army knows Indians 
it is Gen. Miles. Unusual significance there- 
fore will be attributed to his declaration that 
the Indians now causing trouble in Idaho 
and Wyoming are a strong, hardy, and brave 
people and good fighters, but that if well 
treated they are not bloodthirsty. The Gen- 
eral himself in 1878, when they were strong- 
er than they are now, put down one of their 
uprisings in two days. Now that Gen. Cop- 
pinger has gone to the scene withfour troops, 
of cavalry from Fort Robinson it is probable 
that we shall soon hear the last of the Wyo- 
ming war. 

Gen. Miles says these Indians are not 
bloodthirsty if well treated, The question 
therefore arises, Have they been well 
treated? That they are on the war path 
would indicate they have not been. Mean- 
while the events of the uprising point to the 
same conclusion. Gen. Merritt has given his 
testimony to the peaceable character of 
these Indians on the Bannock reservations, 
numbering 1,500 all told, but only 300 fit for 
service, and declares that it would require 
some extraordinary grievance to induce 
them to take the war path. The agent of the 
reservation, Capt. Teter, in his message to the 
Indian Commissioner says the lawless ele- 
ment among the settlers has determined to 
provoke a conflict with these Indians. He 
sets forth further that under the laws of the 
State of Wyoming there is a close season for 
hunting game. The Indians have disobeyed 
this law by shooting a fewelks, The whites 
also have shot them, but no account is made 
of this. It is sufficient pretext for conflict 
that the Indians are off their reservation 
shooting game before October, the limit of 
the close season. But the Indians claim, 
and there are just, reasonable, and legal 
grounds for their claim, that they have the 
right to kill this game because in the treaty 
made by them with the National Govern- 
ment they are expressly permitted to do so. 
It is further stated that this uprising has 
been deliberately provoked by the powerful 
land ring in Wyoming in order that the Ban- 
nocks may be removed from their reserva- 
tions, which are wanted for pasturage by 
these large land and cattle owners. A dis- 
patch says: 


The Wyoming cattle barons have invariably 
caused all the trouble in this section, and their 
robberies of land have not been confined to steal- 
ing from the Indians. It is always the case when 
a white man settles in the country under the 
homestead law that in five or six months the 
news goes around that he Is a ‘‘rustier’’ or a cat- 
tle thief; thereupon his neighbors in the employ 
of the lurge cattle owners ride wp, fill him full 
ef Winchester bullets, and his claim is again 
open to setulement. It is taken up in favor of the 
cattle barrens, and his “‘tle bumh of fifteen or 
twenty cattle goes into the countless herds of the 
big Owners. This is no fanciful story. It is the 
history of a thousand settlers. 


The outcome of the uprising thus far bears 
out the statements contained in this dis- 
patch. Some settlers have been killed, but 
not one of them by Indians. They were 
the victims of quarrels with other settlers. 
There is no evidence that a single white 
man has been killed by these Indians, but 
meanwhile eighteen of them have been killed 
by whites because they were off their reser- 
vation and engaged in doing something 
which it is expressly stipulated by treaty 
with the Great Father they have the right 
to do. Under these circumstances it would 
scem to be the duty of Gen. Coppinger to 
place them upon their reservation as soon 
as possible. This having been done, the 
Great Father who governs the country and 
the little father who governs Wyoming 
should put their heads together and decide 
which is paramount, the national treaty, 
which says the Indian shall, or the law of 
Wyoming, which says he shall not. And 
while they are about it would it not be well 
for them to devise some way of squelch- 
ing the greed of these land and cattle bar- 
ons who are willing to provoke a war in 
which both Indians and settlers may be 
Killed, so that they may profit thereby? 
Is there never to be an end of déuble deal- 
ings with the Indians?

NEQESSITY AND INGENUITY EX- 
TENDING THEIR USE 


Various Rough-and-Keady Devices Now 
Being Employed = Dakota Farmers 
Have Availed Themselves of Barb- Wire 
Fences for Transmitting Sounds=—New 
Fields for Telephones Opened in Mexi- 
comFetching Gown Described=Notes of 
Interest Taken from Various Sources, 


The idea is gaining ground that the day of 
cheap telephones for the million is at hand. 


Whether this impression is soundly based | 


is an open question; but there can be no 
doubt that many rough-and-ready utiliza- 
tions of the telephone are now being made 
in which the fear of infringement suits 
plays a very small part. For instance, a 
number of South Dakota farmers have 
helped themselves to a telephone system 
covering eight miles of wire by supplying 
themselves with transmitters and making 
connectione with the barb wire which con- 
stitutes the fences in that part of the coun- 
try. The staples have been removed from 
the fences along the talking line and insulat- 
ed fasteners substituted. The farmers have 
thus managed to secure at the expense of a 
few dollars each what is practically useful 
to them as a regular exchange system. In- 
cited by the success of this installation a 
number of stockmen propose to build a tele- 
phone line from Pierre, 8. D., to Midland, a 
central point in the cow country, for the pur- 
pose of securing storm warnings from the 
Pierre Weather Bureau. In that part of 
the country, as is well known, storms swoop 
down at certain seasons with such sudden- 
ness and severity that fast ridem are kept 
in readiness to carry the warning of impend- 
ing cyclones from one post to another. The 
greater promptitude of communication will 
be a boon to the community. A special 
field is also being opened up for the tele- 
phone in many countries where isolated res- 
idence is attended with more or less danger. 
In Mexico telephone lines are being run to 
haciendas that are twenty, thirty, and even 
sixty miles from the nearest village. It is 
proposed to have regular installations on 
the Indian tea plantations. Such service 
would give the planter an immense advan- 
tage by placing him in instant communica- 
tion with all his coolie lines, besides greatly 
mitigating the hazards arisi out of the 
isolation inherent to the industry.—New 
York Times.

To take grease spots out of ground glass 
wash well with water that has been boiled 
and allowed to cool, with an ounce of soda 
added to each gallon of water. 

To remove ink stains from mahogany 
touch the spots lightly with a camel’s hair 
brush, or a feather, dipped in spirits of ni- 
tre, and as soon as the ink begins to fade 
away rub it quickly with a damp cloth. 

To clean kid gloves take a quantity of 
dry bread crumbs—plain biscuits are perh 
the best—button the gloves upon the han 
and rub thoroughly with the crumbs. This 
is especially efficacious for cleaning light 
sucde gloves. 

To test black silk, the best and simplest 
way of doing this is to cut off a small 
piece of the silk and burn it. If it burns 
out quickly, leaving a clear, crisp, gray 
ash, the silk is pure; but if it smolders and 
leaves a heavy red or reddish-brown ash 
it has been treated with chemicals and will 
not wear well. 

To restore shabby velvet mix two tea- 
spoonfuls of liquid ammonia with half a 
pint of hot water and apply it to the velvet 
with a stiff brush, pore | it well into the 
pile, so as to take out all the stains and 
creases. Then hold the velvet over a hot 
flat-iron until the steam raises the pile and 
it is perfectly dry. . 

The proper way to dust a room: is to be- 
gin with the walls. Small pictures and or- 
naments should be removed and the walis 
well swept with a feather brush or a broom 
with a thick duster tied over it. The pict- 
ure cords and backs of the pictures, tops 
of windows and doors, should ba 
a damp cloth, and also the other woodwork 
anu the gas brackets.

Ii Corriere confirms the 
news and adds that no doubt France and Rus- 
sia are preparing to make their new alliance 
felt and wish to have England and Italy en- 
gaged in Africa, while they would be free to 
carry out their plans in the Mediterranean 
and in the East. 

{The decision of Italy to declare war against 
‘Abyssinia is the culmination of the attempts the 
Italians have been making for several years to 
stop raids by wild Abyssinian tribes upon the 
territory north of Abyssinia, in Upper Nubia, 
and in the vicinity of Massowah. The King of 
Abyssinia, in response to the protests of Italy. 
has repeatedly denied he has sufficient power 
over his nomadic subjects to suppress these raids, 
but Italy bas obtained sufficient evidence to con- 
vince it Abyssinia's King is directing these raids, 
or, if not that, is giving them countenance and 
making no effort to prevent them. The waging 
of war upon Abyssiaia by Italy will, unless 
England and Russia interfere, probably result in 
King Humbert obtaining a handsome extent of 
territory in one of the most valuable portions of 
Eastern Africa.)

Port’ of Spain, Trinidad, British West In-

have been patrolling the coasts of Trinidad 
some days. They have not only been closely 
watching the movements of the shipping, 
but have interfered with sailing craft trad- 
ing between Trinidad and the Spanish Main, 
or mainiand of South America.

THREE PERSONS ARE PLAGED UNDER 
BOND BY THE OORONER. 


Another Arrest Is Also Made, a Niece of 


the Woman in Custedy=—Dr. Biggs Is 


the Writer of the Mysterious Letter 
Found on the Dead GirleHer Father 
Talks and Intimates There Was a Con- 
spiracy to Secure Property by Dark 
Methods=—Other New York News. 

New York, July 25.—{Special.}—The three 
persons arrested last night on suspicion of 
having been concerned in the death of the 
daughter of Millionaire James Low Jr., spent 
the night in jail and were this morning held 
in $2,000 each to await the action of the Coro- 
ner’s jury. They were Miss Amelia Han- 
son, Dr. Thomas J. Biggs, and Henry Tf. 
Champney, who lodges with Miss Hanson. 
This forenoon Capt. Pickett of the West 
Thirtieth Street Station caused the arrest 
of Miss Helen Hanson, a niece of Miss 
Amelia Hanson, No, 108 West Fifty-eighth 
street. The police Captain says he has rea- 
son to believe that the young woman ar- 
rested today also knows something about the 
circumstances which led up to this strange 
tragedy. The father of the dead girl denies 
emphatically that he ever abused his daugh- 
ter. On the contrary, they had lived to- 
gether happily all her life, had traveled the 
world together, and he says she had de- 
clared that should he die she could not live 
without him and should follow him into the 
other world by taking her own life. He 
charges the persons arrested with having 
created all the young girl's discontentment, 
and with having come between daughter 
and father. Miss Harson, he says, exerted 
a strange, strong influence upon his daugh- 
ter, which was akin to hypnotism. As to 
what motive they had he can only surmise, 
and he indicates, although he does not say it 
positively, that, knowing he intended leay- 
ing nearly all his fortune to his daughter, 
they wished to retain control of the girl for 
their own advantage. & 

When the bouy of Lillie Low was found 
Tuesday a letter was discovered under her 
corset addressed to *“*My Dear Cuckoo ’’ 
and signed ‘“ Your Big Brother Tommie.” 
It was dated Glendale, O. There has been 
much wonderment as to “ Tommie’s ”’ iden- 
tity; as the dead girl had no brother. It 
was learned today that Dr. Biggs formerly 
lived in Glendale, which is not far from 
Cincinnati. This afternoon Lawyer Charles 
W. Brooke, who appeared for Miss Hanson, 
Mr. Champney, and Dr. Biggs, admitted 
that Dr. Biggs was the writer of the myste- 
rious letter. 

“There was nothing in it that could in- 
criminate him,” said Mr. Brooke, “ and if he 
denied it last night he acted very foolishly."’ 

Mr. Low insists that the remarkable type- 
written letter made public last night, in 
which Lillie Low arraigned her father on 
numerous charges of brutality and petty 
meanness until she could no longer endure 
life in his society, was composed by the trio 
now under bail, although he admits it was 
signed by the dead girl. A peculiar feature 
connected with the publication of the letter 
is that it was given out by Mr. Champney, 
who lives_in the Fifty-eighth street apart- 
ment with Miss Hanson as a “ lodger.”’ 

Added interest is given the case by a 
statement made today by Mr. Low. Hesays 
when Miss Hanson, Dr. Biggs, and Mr. 
(hampney first learned the secret of his 
daughter’s birth and of his wealth they 
tried to practice.a blackmailing scheme on 
his brother, Jos T. Low, whois a wealthy 
New York merchant. That was last win- 
ter. He says he got infornration of the 
scheme and warned his brother. When they 
went to’J. T. Low they were not admitted, 
but they followed it up with a letter. Then 
they tried the same thing with Mrs. Oliver 
Harriman, Mr. w’s sister, but Were there 
headed off also. /Then they did all sorts 
vf things fo annoy Mr. T. J. Low’s family.

NEW YORK THE BOSS OF ITS CLASS, 


Breaks Some Records and Makes Capt. 
Evans Proud of His Ship. 

New York, July 25.—After an absence of 
nearly ten weeks the United States cruiser 
New York arrived here today and anchored 
in North River. Capt. Evans expressed him- 
sclf as being highly pleased with the ship 
and said it was the “ boss of its class."’ Of 
the voyage Capt. Evans said: *“‘ We made the 
trip from Landsend to Sandy Hook in the 
excellent time of nine days and four hours. 
We had heavy head seas and encountered 
a heavy swell. I gave the ship full speed 
trial of eight hours’. duration in a dead sea 
and the cruiser averaged a speed of 1714 
Knots an hour with the lowest consumption 
of coal onrecord, I also gave her a good fair 
trial in a head sea with a speed of 14 knots 
and there was not one moment during that 
time when we could not have brought the 
guns on the upper deck and all those on the 
gun deck, with the exception of the two for- 
ward guns, into action.”’ 

Every man on board the New York is talk- 
ing of the magnificent time they had at the 
opening of the Kiel Canal. The German 
Emperor paid two visits to the New York. 
The first was formal and lasted an hour and 
a half. A few days later Admiral Kirkland 
gave the Kaiser a banquet. It was a jolly 
affair, lasting till 2.a.m. At that hour the 
Kaiser got up a discussion as to the time 
required to uncouple the several engines of a 
ship.. He thought it required an hour and a 
half to do it. He said he would like to see 
it done. While the circumstances were not 
particularly favorable for speed, the hour 
being unsuitable, the order was given to un- 
couple the engines. 

Kaiser Wilhelm pulled out his watch and 
timed the uncoupling. It occupied just 
four minutes and a half. 

Capt. Evans’ secretary, who has to report 
everything to Secretary Herbert, took him 
aside and said: “See here, Captain, do you 
think ['d better report to the Secretary of 
the Navy that we all went down into the 
engine-room at 2 a.m. and had an un- 
coupling match?’’ 

“Certainly,”’ replied the Capt r. 
“Why noth Pp ptain, sternly 

“Why,"’ the gecretary grunfbled, ‘Mr. 
Herbert will think that we were all loaded.”’ 

“What's that?’’ demanded the Kaiser. 

But Capt. Evans changed the topic and the 
Emperor suspected nothing. 

Then the Kaiser found a fire alarm button 
and pushed it. In a few moments the ship's 
whole company were at fire quarters. The 
Kaiser said their smartness did them credit. 
The water-tight doors were closed for him. 
It took one minute and a half. 

Capt. Evans in speaking of the Emperor 
said: “He is a wonderful man.”

STORY OF AN OLD MURDER IS TOLD. 


After Twenty-five Years the Mystery Is 
Cleared Up. 

New York, July 25.—The mystery of a 
double murder which was committed over 
twenty-five years ago in Canaan, twenty 
miles west of Winsted, Conn., has been un- 
raveled by a letter received from California. 
June 13 last, while Salomon Barlow was dig- 
ging in a field in his farm, he unearthed two 
skeletons. Old settlers of Canaan at once 
recalled the sudden and mysterious disap- 
pearance of two men during the construction 
of the railroad in 1871, “Big Mike’ Houli- 
han and his nephew, Pat Ryan. Little was 
thought then of their disappearance. “Big 
Mike” was a giant in structure, while his 
nephew was small. The two skeletons found 
correspond to this description. In the letter, 
signed by Antonio Slattery of San José, Cal., 
Slattery says he read the story of the finding 
of the skeletons on Barlow’s farm and re- 
called that twenty-five years ago he worked 
in the same gang of laborers with “Big 
Mike” and his nephew Ryan, was. well ac- 
quainted with both, and also knew they 
were killed by “Pat,” alias ‘‘Fatty,”’ Houli- 
han, also a railroad laborer. The murder 
was the outcome of a drunken row. In 1889 
he met Houlihan in Oregon. Houlthan had 
just been fatally injured ina smash-up. He 
called to Slattery and said: “I am going 
over the Divide this time sure, so get Father 
Dooley, for I killed ‘Big Mike.’ ”

Omaha, Neb., July 25.—[Special.|—The 
Nebraska Senators and Co: men barely 
escaped being ordered off whe Winnebago 
Reservation last night by Beck, the In- 
dian Agent. A late session’ was being heid in 
the Agent’s office. Senator,Allen explained 
the object of the visit. At Pgnder and at the 
Omaha Agency the settlers had made serious 
charges against Beck and delegation want- 
ed the agent’s statement. ' Capt. Beck replied 
briefly and then called ypon Post Trader 
Thomas Ashford to explsin his connection 
with certain leases. ; 

Then Capt. Beck ed the Flournoy 
Land company, saying & had systematically 
robbed the Indians, thagit had not paid its 
rent for three years, thgs it leased lard of the 
Indians for 1634 cgtiig, @n acre, agreeing to 
pay cash, but had in store orders, old 
horses, and trinkets; apd that it was corrupt 
generally. A member of the delegation 
said the books of company disproved 
this, whereupon Begk became enraged, said 
every member of “the company was a lying 
scoundrel and thas. he heid an uncuilected 
judgment against gohn F. Myers. its treas- 
urer, for $495, “ Myers was near by. Rush- 
ing toward Beck hegave him the lie. Beck 
demanded that he,feave the office or he wou'd 
ee him out, saying Myers ought to be in 


jail. 

“I wish to knew whether or not this Con- 
gressional delegafion is in charge of this in- 
vestigation and office. I understand that 
myself and rhy@elleagues were invited here 
to investigate gertain charges in which the 
agent on t reservation, the settlers, the 
people of the State of Nebraska, and perhaps 
the people ‘6f4he country are interested.

VALE THE PAN-AMERICAN CONGRESS 


*Around the World Congresses” to Be Its 
Successer. 

Toronto, Ont., July 25.—[Special.]—The 
authorities who are interested in the Pan- 
American Congress have decided it will be 
best to have no meeting next year. The com- 
mittee, however, will meet within the next 
six months and discuss plans for the future. 
A number of those interested in the recent 
congress are identifying themselves with 
a new society which is in process of forma- 
tion in New York. The new organization, 
‘‘Around the World Congress,"’ as it will be 
called, will supplant the Pan-American 
Congress. This new association intends tu 
begin in 1900 a series of religious and educa- 
tional congresses. One is to be held in New 
York, others in London, Rome, Constanti- 
nople, Jerusalem, Bombay, and Tokio. 

The committee has as its Chairman the 
Rev. D. J. Burrell, pastor of the Collegiate 
Reform Church, New York. A committee 
of twenty-five ministers will have charge of 
the program, while twenty-five prominent 
business-men are to have entire control of 
the business management.

Sec. 7 of the constitution of the Chicago 
Stock Exchange contains the following: 

‘The Chairman shal not operate in 
stocks, bonds, or securities listed on the 
iexchange.”’ 

There was a good deal of debating yester- 
day ovér just the meaning of that provision. 
Some declared it merely meant the Chair- 
man shdéuld not execute orders, 
while others believed it 
the framers of the eon 
the smerenes from having a speculative in- 
terest in market over which he is pre- 
siding.. The members of that Exchange pret- 
ty generally agree that it is, to say the least, 
bad taste for the Chairman to be actively in- 
terested in the market, and there is some talk 
of the Governing committee taking up the 
matter. 

The law passed by the last Legislature 
alolishing days of grace and defining the 
legal holidays is ambiguous enough to have 
led to various interpretations by the local 
bankers. The law, after detailing the vari- 
ous legal holidays, Says that these days 

‘shall for all purposes whatsoever as re- 
gards the presenting for: payment or ac- 
ceptance, the maturity and protesting and 
giving notice of the dishonor of bills of ex- 
change, bank checks, and promissory notes 
or other negotiable or commercial paper or 
instruments, be treated and considered as is 
the first day of the week, commonly called 
Sunday. When any such holiday falls upon 
Sunday the Monday next following shall be 
held and considered such holiday: Ali notes, 
Dills, drafts, checks, or other evidence of in- 
deb tedness falling due or maturing on either 
of said days shall be deemed due or matur- 
ing on the day following, and when two or 
mmre of these days come together or im- 
mediately succeeding each other, then such 
iiistruments, paper, or indebtedness shall 
be’ deemed as due or having matured on the 
day following the last of such days"’ 

The fact that legal holidays were to be 
treated the same as Sundays and that the 
law has always heretofore provided that 
paper maturing Sunday is payable the day 
préceding, led bankers Ih a number of in- 
stamces to make the same interpretation, 
and paper has been protested thk€ day pre- 
ceding the Sunday or holiday upon which it 
fellduye. That interpretation is correct only 
for paper made prior t6 July 1, 1895, accord- 
ing to the best legal opinion. All paper 
made after that date coming due on Sunday 
will be, considered as maturing on Monday. 
If it falls due on a holiday it must be con- 
sidered. as maturing on the day following 
that oy. And when the holiday falls 
on Sunday the paper will not- mature until 
the following Tuesday, because the interven- 
ing Monday becomies a holiday .

INGALLS DISCUSSES THE SITUATION, 


from Now @n Be Easily 
aintained. 

New York, July 25.—M. E. Ingalls, Presi- 
dent of the Chesapeake and Ohio and the 
Big Four roads, in discussing the rate situ- 
ation last night said: 

‘* Railroad business in the West is good to- 
day. The great thermometer of the rail- 
road situation is the passenger business; 
not the through traffic, but the every-day, 
steady travel. Our Big Four lines have 
2,500 miles of track through a thickly set- 
tléd eountry. The increase in our passenger 
business for the last three months has been 
larger than any increase since 1892. It is 
better today than it has ever been for the 
sume months in any year. 

“Wheat transportation is a small item 
directly to the railroads. Over our lines it 
is but 2 per cent of the revenue. Corn is 
king. lt makes the cattle, the whisky, the 
pigs, and so furnishes the every-day busi- 
ness for the railroads. The biggest crop of 
corn ever dreamed of is now in sight, and 
nothing short of a great convulsion of nat- | 
ure can affect it. 

‘* After the inter-State commerce law was 
passed some years ago rates steadied up for 
a year or two. Then they began to go down. 
There were secret cuttings and contracts. 

Downward rates continued -toO progress, 
and then their fall was staid fora nth 
or two on resolutions: of reform. ~ But 
in June last rates had reached lower depths 
than. were ever thought possible. 

‘The outcome was the meeting of Trunk 
Line Association Presidents, at~which I in-. 
troduced two resolutions; first, that the pre- 
paring of a new agreement be left to a com- 
mittee of Presidents, and second, that rates 
he absolutely maintained during the prepa- 
ration of the agreement, 

“Both were carried and lived up to, and 
now, since July § last, raflroads have been 
nearer to tariff rates than for five years 
past.’ At the meetings here there was a full 
attendance and a distinct determination that 
something must be done. It is not only - 
necessary that better rates be had ‘for the 
protection of railroad employés and et 
general interests of the eommunity. 

‘In. the first place the interests involved | 
are so enormous that we cannot have per- 
manent prosperity so long as the large in- 
vestments in raflroads ‘are in danger. At 
these meetings there have’ 
officers of lines’ representing *$2,000,000, 
of capital. .These railroads earned over 
$40,000,000 of money in the last year.

Williara Willis, Who Has Handled the 


Ribbons Over Four-in-Hands During 
the Last Three Administrations, Stricken 
While at Work—Prospect of a Large 
World’s Supply of Gold=Chicage Prob- 
ably Will Get the Republican Conven- 
tion=General Washington News. 
Washington, D. C., July 25.—[Special.]— 
President Cleveland received bad news from 
Washington today. His faithful colored 


coachman, William Willis, who has handled 


the “ribbons” over four-in-hands during the 
last three administrations, was stricken with 
paralysis last evening while attending to his 
duties in the stable attached to the Executive 
Mansion. ** Willis,” as he ie generally known, 
succeeded Albert Hawkins, who had been the 
coachman at the White House for more than 
a score of years. During the first Cleveland 
administration Willis was the driver of Pri- 
vate Secretary Lamont’s official carriage, and 
the future Secretary of War took a great 
faney to his stalwart black attendant. Con- 
sequently, when it was determinel that 
Hawkins was too old to be entrusted with the 
care of the President and his family in their 
drives, it did not take Col, Lamont long to 
recommend Willis for the position of the 
President’s coachman. 
. When Mrs. Cleveland secured her team of 
sorrels Willis was assigned the task of teach- 
ing her how to drive double, It was his boast 
that during all of his experience as the Presi- 
dent’s coachman there had never been an ac- 
cident of any kind. , All last sum- 
mer, during the Coxey excitement in this 
vicinity, Willis carried a revolver with him on 
his box. While two policemen drove behind 
the President in a buggy Willis kept one eye 
on his team and the other eye on all persons 
coming toward hin. 

In appearance Willis is a fine specimen of 
manhood, being straight as an arrow, well 
deveioped and proportioned, and standing 
about 6 feet 2 inches in stature. When on 
his box he was a typical coachman, arrayed 
in the bottle-green suit, with red cord trim- 
mings, which the President of the United 
States has adopted as his livery. .

GREATER ACTIVITY IN [RON TRADE. 


Advances Noted in Plates, Steel 
' Wire Nails. 


CLEVELAND, ©., July 25.—The Iron Trade 
Review this week will say: 

The brief interval of generally lighter buying 
noted a week ago has been followed by greater 
activity in some lines, while in others buyers have 
sufplied only immediate needs. Prices hold all 
the firmness of the preceding weeks, with addi- 
tional advances in plates, steel bars, and wire 
nalis. The situation at Marqvyette Range iron 
mines has gone unchanged in the week, but the 
probabilities are that a compromise will be made 
on the basis ef a concession of part of the 325 per 
cent advance asked by the men. On the part of 
the operatifiig companies sugh a settlement would 
be entirely in anticipation of a better price for 
ore. in pig tron there has been somewhat more 
activity In the West than in the preceding week, 
but in most ogling centers a waiting market is 
noted. The publication of the stock statistics for 
the half year ending with June confirmed sellers 
in their position as to prices, but whether the 
advance is to go on depends upon the relation be- 
tween fall demand and the added product of the 
furnaces, some of them inactive for two years. 
that are now getting into blast again. Upwards 
of a dozen stacks in Pennsylvania, Ohio, Vir- 
ginia, Tennessee, and Alabama that have gone 
in since July 1 or that will start by Aug. 1 will 
bring production quite above an annual rate of 
%,.000,000 tons, with a possibility of making 1895 
the banner year in pig iron production. On the 
otber hand, the requirements on railroad, bridge. 
heavy machinery, architectural, and agricultural 
accounts, present and prospective, are fast com- 
ing to the volume of) prosperous times. Rail or- 
ders amounting to 170,000 tons in June and an 
increasing business for car shops and locomotive 
works show that the railroads, much as they are 
yet expected to do, are contributing more with 
every month to the support of the iron trade. 


STORY OF CHINA’S FAMOUS WALL, 


Bars, and 


Some Facts About It That Ought to Be 
Remembered, 

The entire history of China, lixe that of 
Egypt, is divided into dynastles. The great 
Chinese wail was begun by Chehwang-te, firs 
Emperor of the Tsin dynasty, 240 B.C. It 
forms the northern boundary of China, and 
was built to prevent invasions from that 
direction. Every third man in the empire 
was required to give his help to build it, and 
it took five years to complete it. 

The wall is not solid, but consists of two 
thick walls, filled in with earth; every foot of 
the foundation, however, is of solid granite. 
It is lined with battlements and towers and is 
so wide that six horsemen may easily ride 
abreast on its top. The towers are about 100 

ards apart and there are steps here and there 
or persons to ascend. 

Recently, in a survey for a Chinese railway, 
this stupendous barrier was measured; the 
measurement gave the heijrht as eighteen feet 
and the length as 1,300 miles. It goes over 
the mountains and plains, crosses rivers, and 
traverses great marshes. It is estimated to 
contain enough material to girdle the earth 
with two wulis, each two feet in thickness and 
seven feet in height.—Philadelphia Times,

This Up-to-Date Feature of the Woman's 
Clab Will Bring the Suffrage Theme 
Forward Vigorously—Will Ignore Some 
of the Stock Questions Raised by Men= 
All Subjects Will Be Put Negatively 
and Everybody Will Be Given a Chance 
to Say Something. 

That progressive offspring of the Woman’s 
club, the Political Equality League. is ar- 
ranging an unusually interesting program for 
the coming season. A committee of up-to- 
date suffragists, including Mrs. Marion Fos- 
ter Washburne, Chairman; Mrs, Charlotte C. 
Holt, Mrs. Julia B. Shattuck, Mra, Elizabeth 
H. Bali, and Miss Ellen Martin, met yester- 
day at the club rooms to pian for the monthly 
public meetings. It is proposed to eschew all 
theories relating to the probable. effect wom- 
an’s suffrage might have on the home, con- 
stantly raised by the anti-suffragist, and con-, 
fine the . subjects for discussion to 
principles and cstablished facts. These 
discussions _will be participated in 
by prominent men and women, 
whose names will be announced at a latter 
date, who represent both sides of the suffrage 
question. The debate is to be followed at 
each meeting by informal discussion, open to 
aH persons present, the concluding feature 
being a vote of the assemblage on the ques- 
tion of the afternoon. 

The subjects for discussion will be put neg- 
atively in order to give the affirmative every 
advantage. The opening meeting will be 
held the first Saturday in October, at which 
time the President, Mrs. Celia Parker Wool- 
ley, will present a ‘‘Threefold View of 
Woman Suffrage.’’ The initial debate will be 
he'd the following month on “ Resolved, That 
Voting Is Notan Inherent Right of Citizen- 
ship.”’ Subjects for subsequent debates are 
as follows: 

**Resolved, That Partisarship in Politics 
Is Destructive of Patriotisra, and Woman Is 
Injured by Participation Therein. 

** Resolved, That Woman’s Direct Influ- 
énce Is Not Needed in Legislative Reform. 

**Resolved, That the Majority of Women 
Do Not Want Suffrage, and It Should Not Be 
Granted Until They Do.” : 

Another innovation will be theappointment 
of a suffrage statetician, whose duty will be 
to make a ten minutes’ report at each meet- 
ing of the progress made in suffrage work the 
preceding month, At the first meeting Mrs. 
Catherine Waugh McCulloch wilk give a his 
tory of suffrage to that time, after which suf- 
frage developments throughout tha world 
will be reported by the statistician.

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Bimetallism. 

Chicago, July 22.—{ Edigor of The Tribune. }]— 
By ten to one in the ited States probably 
more people in some way theoretically believe 
in bimetallism than in either the gold or the sil- 
vor single standard. At least they think they do. 
But the most of these have so imperfect or con- 
fused ideas on the subject that it is often the 
question whether they are not gold monometal- 
lists or silver monomotallists, believing also in 
the concurrent use of the other metal, and no 
true bimetailists at all. 

It becomes. therefore, a necessity to define the 
terms bimetallism and bimetaliist. A bimetal- 
list cannot very well be defined simply as a per- 
son believing in the use of the two metals, gold 
and silver, as money, for every one believes in 
that, to some extent at loast, provided he is not 
a mere “ fiatist,” and the term would express b 
itself no distinct meaning of any kind if suc 
definiuon were permitted. There is now every 

radation of such believers, from the radical 

ree silver coinage man contending for 
silver alone as the standard money 
metal, and the use of gold only as incidental to 
silver, a stop-gap. as it were, a ‘money for the 
use of the rich,” and without any legal tender 
quality, up to the out-and-out “ gold-bug,’’ who 
believes in gold monometallism, or goid as the 
sole standard, but with silver for strictly sub- 
sidiary coin or token money, chiefly to supply 
fractional coins, all redeemable in coin and of 
legal tender quality limited to very smali sums. 
Yet ail these would be bimetallists equally with 
those who believe in the free and equal use of 
both metals as standards at the same time in the 
same country, were this confused use of the term 
not an error and its proper use circumscribed by 
some more definite timitation. So employed the 
word really conveys no meaning at ail, except 
the subject believes in the use in some way 
of both goid and silver for money, It would so 
be absolutely useless and unmeaning in any dis- 
cussion of the present — of the money ques- 
tion. There seems to no good authority upon 
which to rest for an exact and practical defini- 
tion of a word now so important as bimetallism. 
Fortunately, in the course of the genera! dis- 
cussion, as well as in the construction and deriva- 
tion itself, the word exactly fits and distin- 
guishes by clear-cut lines a very important 
and well defi class of persons who _ cer- 
tainly as neither gold nor silver monometallists. 
They are chose who believe in the practicability 
of the double standard. In other words, they be- 
lieve that gold and silvor coins, at some ratio és- 
tablished by law, can be made to circuldte upon 
even terms, each independent of the other for its 
value, neither redeemable directly nor indirectly 
in the other, and each coined free—at least on 
practically even terms—both of unlimited legal 
tender in payment of debts. 

This definition seems to presup ! 
age of silver one of its essentials. Itcertain'y 
implies unlimited coinage of both metals. But 
there is no doubt that any system which putboth 
metals upon an exact equality before the law 
and was designed to force both into circulation 
at the same time at a parity, and each on its own 
intrinsic merit. in quantities limited only by the 
demand or force employed impartiatiy for both 
metals, would be theoretical bimetaliism. It 
would be practical bimetallism if any such 
scheme could be so devised as to work. The be- 
lievers in this theory have not very well as yet 
differentiated themselves. 

Bat there appear out of the fog quite clearly 
the genus profess that simp:y the free 
coinage of silver at a ratio of 16 to 1, 
otherwise on equal terms with gold, would do 
this; also the genus protesting that such 
free coinuge could not possibiy be practical bi- 
metallism except under some kind of interna- 
tional agreement. The former is a legal vimetal- 
list, but a practical sisver monometallist; a 
false and fraudulent bimetallist. because there 
is no plausible ground for believing that under 
such a scheme there could possibly be any circu- 
lation of gold whatever. and he generally him- 
self now admits The other is a consistent 
bimetallist. : 

A clearly ideal bimetallist, however, is the be- 
liever not only in a double standard, but at the 
same time in such a changeabic legal ratio of 
silver to gold as to insure its always being so 
near the true or commercial ratio that both met- 
als would at ail times circulate at a practical 
and real parity. This is the nea, the height 
of bimetallism. From _ this poipt, through va ri- 
ous gradations of belief, the viéw of this sabject 
fails away on either hand, to silver monometal- 
lism on one side and to gold monometallism on 
the other. 

There also shows in quite indefinite outline the 
genus denying the policy of free coinage of either 
gold or silver, but believing that both metals 
should be purchased and coined only on govern- 
ment account. Whether it would be true bimet- 
allism in case any discrimination whatever 
were made . in favor of either metal 
is one. of those questions probably 
more fine than practical. The writer believes 
the preferring either metal, even in the slightest, 
ifitgave it any practical advantage over the 
amas, would fix the preferred metal as the stand- 
a

Then there is the genus in which the professor 
claims to be a bimetallist, yet who believes it is 
not policy to force out either metal, nor give to 
either any adventitious advantage. such 98 4 
legal tender power in payment of debts, but 
leave each metal to circulate upon its own in- 
trinsic merits, Whether such were real bimet- 
allists would depend wholly on the ratio at 
which coinage is proposed. Atthe present ratio 
of 16 to 1 this would be practical gold mono- 
metallism. At a ratio of 33 tol it would be 
practical silver monometallism—at present. So 
it would have been, at the present ratio, if in op- 
eration before 1873. Note that this scheme 
would probably work just the reverse effects of 
one otherwise the same, except having a legal 
tender attachment to the law to force oat both

It will be seen that the question of bimetallism 
resolves itself into the very important primary 
question: Whether by the use of the term is, 
meant legal bimetallism or practical bimetal- 
lism. As all these laws heretofore enacted 
touching these two metals in coinage have, 
often by design, in all other cases casually, 
resulted without exception in either silver or 
ae monometallism in fact, it would appear to 

the only honest and proper method,.in apply- 
ing this definition, to look through the-proposed 
legal veil at the substance of each theory, pro- 
fession. or principle advocated, to see just what 
these things are thus proposed under the name of 
legal bimetaliism. It may be ono thing while 
wearing the name and even the mask and clothes 
of ousthar wholly its converse, as the history of 
money abundantly warns. Since @ bimetallist is 
one who believes in the principies of bimetal- 
lism, or the doubie standard, it would be no fair 
application of the term to one who, while advo- 
cating a law which in terms was truly and ciear- 
ly bimetallic (as that of the United States most 
assuredly was, before the repeai in 1873) should 
be doing this for the avowed purpose of bringing 
the Nation toa monometallic silver basis and 
excluding gold entirely as m . a3 our own 
past experience shows conclusively if reénacted 

t law wouid do; nor if he advocated any law 
which clearly would tend to have that effect. 
And the same would be the case of one pressing 
for any law which clearly preferred goid, such, 
for instance, as our present law. A man with 
the motives of either is no bimetaillist, no matter 
what he is advocating in name or form. The for- 
mer 1s a straightout silver monometaliist, the 
po ~~ val eaa-oss gold monometailist—a 
**gold bug.” if you will. 

rom this it would seem that it is the belief, 
the principle involved, not the mere words, the 
form, the nominal profession, which designates 
the true bimetallist. Ifhe honestiy be.ieves in 
the practicability of the double standard and 
consistently reasons to that eod, and such a 
standard under the scheme he advocates will, in 
some probability. or even plausibly, resuit 
two metais circulating lly and at a parity, 
that being one of its objects, not a mere in- 
ete such belief or principle is genuine bi- 
metaliism. But he muaet have at ieast some 
open, some plausible grotnd for believ the 
scheme will result in the actual “use of both 
metals as money, and at a parity. Aay ope not 
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INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


A Board of Trustees has been selected for the 
management of the pension fund of the fire in- 
surance patrol of Chicago, consisting, of R. W. 
Hosmer, President; T. A. Bowden, Secretary; J. 
H. Moore, Treasurer, and James L. Ross and BE. 
T. Sheperd. Mr. Sheperd is Superintendent of 
the fire patrol, and was the active man in securing 
the passage of the measure. The annual meeting 
of the Chicago Board of Underwriters, the old as- 
sociation of local insurance men, was held yes- 
terday, and before it was called to order a meeting 
of those interested was held to select trustees 
to manage the pension fund. The selection of 
trustees’ was in accordance with the provisions of 
the law passed at the last meeting of the Legis- 
lature which provides for a pension system sim- 
ilar to that which now: applies to firemen in the 
regular fire department. Under it all members of 
the patrol service who have been in the service 
for a period of twenty years or who may receive 
permanent and lasting injuries in the discharge 
of their duties may apply for and recéive a pen- 
sion equal to the salary being paid at the time of 
the retirement or injury. The widow or children 
of any member who may be kifled while in service 
will be entitled to the same pay as was being re- 
ceived by the supporting member of the family. 
There is deducted from the pay of each member 
of the department 1 per cent. of the wages paid, 
which goes to the maintenance of the fund. 

At the meeting of the Chicago Board of Under- 
writers R. W. Hosmer, the President, presided. 
This organization has been almost superseded by 
the Chicago Underwriters’ Association, but it is 
charged with the maintefance of the fire patrol 
service. It is an incorporated body, and under 
the law it is allowed to assess all companies doing 
business in Chicago for its proportion of the ex- 
pense of maintaining patrol. All companies 
are required to make sworn statements of the gross 
premiums received, and on this an assessment of 
from 1 to 1% per cent is made. Practically this 
ie all the work done by the old board. All agents 
who are assessed are given a voice in the manage- 
ment of the patrol. The report of Supt. 
Sheperd was received, and Chairman Ross re- 
ported for the Fire Patrol committee. It was de- 
cided to maintain the organization during the next 
year at an expense of not to exceed $65,000, and to 
keep up the Stock-Yards organization at an ex- 
penditure of not to exceed $10,000, 

There is in the hands of the Patrol committee 
a consitierable sum of money which has been con- 
tributed from time to time by business-men, and 
it wgs voted to turn all this over to the trustees of 
the patrol pension fund.

The Governing committee of the Iowa Alliance 
held another meeting yesterday at the rooms of 
Local Board Commission No. 2 and finished the 
labors: for which the meeting had been. called. 
David Beveridge, who is in charge of the Rating 
Bureau of the alliance, completed his report on the 
manner in which he proposes to finish the work of 
rating the towns which have not been rated under 
his supervision. Reports had been received from 
special agents of the companies that the National 
of Hartford was not following the rules laid down 
for the guidance of companies in the alliance. 
Before the Governing committee had an oppor- 
tunity to investigate the charges Fred L. James, 
Weetern manager of the company, wrote to the 
Chairman saying his company would withdraw 
from the alliance. At the meeting yesterday Mr. 
James withdrew his letter of resignation and 
announced his intentidn of remaining in the alli- 
ance and assured the members of the committee 
there would be no further cause for complaint 
regarding the acts of his agents. The committee 
adjourned subject to the call of the Chairman,

There was to have been an adjourned meeting 
of the Chicago Underwriters’ Association yester- 
day, but there was a delay to allow the old Chi- 
cago Boatd of Underwriters to consider the patrol 
matter, and when the meeting was called to order 
it was found there was not a working quorum 
and it was adjourned sine die. There can be no 
further meetings of the association until October, 
as under the rules there only four meetings a year, 
except special meetings, which may be called for 
the trial of members for alleged violations of the 
rules. This puts an end to the proposed changes 
in rules for two months or more. Already there 
is talk of an amendment being offered at the Octo- 
ber meeting changing the commissions to brokers 
from the present rates of 7% and 15 per cent to 10 
and 20 per cent on ordinary and preferred risks.

NEWS OF THE COURTS. 


A bill has been filed in the Superior Court by 
Mrs. Anna Maria EFEiffler against the Dime Na- 
tional Building and Loan Association and sup- 
pressed for service. The petitioner, who asserts 
she owns seventy shares in the company, brings 
the action to recover her deposits. The bill says 
the petitioner believes the association to be in- 
solvent and prays for an accounting. The bill re- 
cites that in June last the complainant got a 
judgment for $404‘in the Superior Court, that a 
writ of scire facias was issued and given to the 
Sheriff. but that the defendant company failed to 
satisfy the demand. The complainant further 
charges that the association has interests and 
debts owing it and that if such have been trans- 
ferred or assigned it has been done with the view 
of protecting the company’s pfoperty and placing 
it beyond the reach of the complainant. The bill 
also refers to the closing of the company’s offices 
on the South Side and recites that it has no place 
of business except the meeting office of Secretary 
Miller, No. 300 South Western avenue. It is 
charged that the company has transacted nod le- 
gitimate business for two months and that it has 
in fact ceased operations under its charter. The 
complainant alleges that the assets of the com- 
pany will be squandered and she be deprived of the 
amount of her judgment unless a receiver be ap- 
pointed, and therefore prays for the same.

Judge Windes yesterday handed down a de- 
clsion in sixteen complaints against Daniel ‘H. 
Tolman, in which the defendant is charged with 
fraudulently inducing; the complainants to buy 
stock in the Midland company. The court sus- 
tained the demurrer. The bill asked that the 
amounts paid by the complainants be returned, 
that their purchases be rescinded, and _ their 
names canceled as stockholders. The court held 
the bill to be multifarious and that each com- 
plainant should sue separately. He h the in- 
jured party had remedy for his damages at law 
and that he does not need the cancellation of his 
name as a stockholder, inasmuch as the stock be- 
ing paid up, the complainant cannot be subjected 
to assessment.

ENFORCING AN OLD CITY ORDINANCE, 


It Will Bring at Least $20,000 Annually to 
City Treasury. 

By the enforcement of an ordinance passed 
years ago, but which apparently has never 
been given attention, the city’s coffers wiil 
be enriched to the extent of about $20,000, 
City Collector Philip Maas since his induc- 
tion into office has endeayored to systemat- 
ize the working details of his department 
and has been especially active in looking 
after those who are by law obliged to pay a 
tcense fee, but who have from year to year 
managed to escape so doing. .There has 
also been-a material increase of the amount 
of money received on license accounts, the 
books of the collector's office showing that 
from May 7 to July 23 there was $15,100 
more money paid on license account than 
durjng the same period last year. The ordi- 
nafewe which City Collector Maas is enforc- 
ing is one relating to brokers and money 
changers. 

The question of banks paying a license has 
been made a matter of court: proceeding. 
The payment of the fee of $100 was con- 
tested in a hearing in 1880 between the IIli- 
nois Trust company and the city. The city 
was not upheld in the decision of the court. 
According to the opinion of Corporation 
Counsel Beale, however, all banks except 
national banks can be made to pay a money- 
changer’s fee, which is $25. 

Under the decision of the Corporation 

Counsel the following will be obliged to pay 

license fees as brokers: Those negotiating 

contracts relative to real estate, those deal- 

ing in the placing of loans, the sale of bonds, 

the placing of insurance, bond brokers, 

stock brokers, and grain brokers. Of these 

classes of business-men the only ones thas, 
have paid at all for license are the real estate 

men and a few grain brokers.

READY FOR THE GiRBAGE EXPERIMZNT 


Collection of “Dry Dirt” Separately to Be 
Tried First in Twenty-fourth Ward, & 
Work on the removal of garbage from the 
streets and aileys of the Twenty-fourth Ward 
will be inaugurated as soon as the ordinance 
passed Monday night providing for the sep- 
arate collection and removal of garbage and 
dry dirt in that ward shall have received’ the 
approval of the Mayor. The main object is 
to remove the large, unsightly garbage boxes 
from the streets and alleys, and to 
expedite the collection and removal. The 
Civic Federation is championing the measvre. 
Mrs. A. E. Paul. Chief Sanitary Inspector of 
the Civic Federation, said: **We want to 
carry out the work thoroughly in the Twenty- 
Fourth Ward as it is thickly popuiated and 
will serve as an object lesson.’’ There are to 
be two kinds of wagons, ope for dry dirt and 
one for garbage, which wiil have the name, 
number of the ward, and of the wagon license, 
and the name of the contractor paimted upon 
it. The driver and his assistant shall wear 
distinguishing badges. One udvantage of 
the separation of tne two classes is the fact 
the ‘“‘dry dirt”’ can be hauled to some 
low street or alley and used for ‘filling. The 
wagons are torunonaupiform time card,

TROLLEY IS IN FOR 


GRAND JURY TO INVESTIGATE ITS 


REOORD ON MANSLAUGHTER. 


Street Railway Officials Will Be Called In 
Saturday Morning to Tell What Acci- 
dents Have Occurred in Which Persons 
Have Been Injured by Electric Cars= 
They Make Light of the Proposed Un- 
dertaking, Saying There Is No Ground 
for Complaint Against the System. 


The grand jury Saturday morning will call 
in a large number of street railway officials 
to examine them on the subject of trolley 
cars and the number of persons who have 
been killed or injured by them within the last 
three months. The officials will aleo be asked 
how much their rompanies have paid. during 
that time in the settlement of damage cases 
and if they have paid anything to witnesses of 
accidents to prevent them from giving dam- 
aging evidence against the companies. From 
what members of the grand jury said yester- 


trolley car lines is to be made. The subpo- 
nas for the officials have not yet been issued, 
but the summons will ask for the books and 
papers of the companies. 

The grand jury has appointed what is 
termed an ** Investigating committee,”” which 
is to have charge of the investigation. The 
committee is composed of Edward Dunne, 
Mark Sullivan, J. R. Fitch, M. Beherndt, and 
L. H. Schaffer. It is proposed the investiga- 
tion shali be begun Saturday by this com- 
mittee. The officials who are to be exam- 
ined are not to appear that day before. the 
grand jury byt the committee alone, which 
will be in session. The witnesses will be 
questioned and the books and papers exam- 
ined by the committee, which will report 
later to the whole body. The appointment 
of the committee was made oby the 
grand jury without consulting with the 
State’s-Attorney,. the court, or any- 
body else, and it Was developed yesterday that 
the State’s-Attorney’s office is not in accord 
with the method of the investigation. Mr. 
Kern said yesterday afternoon that the plan 
of calling witnesses before a committee of the 
grand jury is contrary to the law, — 

‘‘ The committee of the grand jury,” said 
he, “has no power to summon witnesses and 
examine them, . The grand jury itself has and 
can order the production of books and wit- 
nesses. The grand jury was not advised by 
this office to adopt such a plan; and, in fact, 
has said nothing whetever to this office about 
the proposed investigation. Officially I do 
not know that such a matter is in proges:.”’ 
‘*Tf the committee plan is illegal what ac. 
tion will you take in the matter?’ Mr. Kern 
was asked. 

‘*] shall do nothing about it. 
jury can do as it pleases.”’ 
When the grand jury adjourned last even- 
ing for the day the toreman, Nathan Oppen- 
heimer. was informed that the State’s-Attor- 
ney had said a committee could not summon 
and cxamine witnesses. Mr. Oppenheimer 
said: ‘If the State’s-Attorney says we can- 
not carry on the investigation in the way pro- 
posed he probabiy knows what heis talking 
about. He ought to know.,’”’ 

** Will you call witnesses before a com mit- 
tee if such a course is deciared to be illegal?” 

‘Tam not permitted to say what the grand 
jury has done or will do.”’ . 

One of the grand jurors said the street rait? 
way officials wi.l be nade to give up all the 

information in their possession regarding the 
killing of people by trolley cars in aifferent 
parts of the city. 

**In New York,”’ he said, *‘the grand jury 
has been investigating railway officials with a 
view of indicting them for murder, and that 
is what we pruopuse to do. We have informa- 
tion that the companies have killed more peo- 
ple than the public imagines, and in many 
cases the real facts have been suppressed by 
caim agents. In many cases, tuo, we are in- 
formed claim agents have bought off wit- 
nesses to prevent persons who had claims for 
injuries from collecting anything, and we will 
investigate that branch of the subject. We 
will eend for the books of the companies to 
see what ¢ums have been paid out in connec. 
tion with accidents and for what purpose.”’ 

The grand jury has not yet furnished to the 
Sheriff the list of witnesses who are to be 
cailed. It was said last evening this would be 
done today. 

General Manager Anderson and other offi- 
cers of the North Chicago Street railway 
comand. thought the whole thing was a 
farce. Mr, Anderson said: 

“Modern civilization demands rapid 
transit, which necessarily is more or less 
dangerou-. The tendency is to secure the 
safest. Actual experience proves the trolley 
is the safest and best systein ever devised. It 
is safer than the cabie because the speed 
can be regulated and because’ the 
motive power is under the control of two 
persons instead of one. It is as easy for the 
conductor on a trolley car to stop the car as 
it is for the motorman. We have run our 
cars oun North Ciark and Water streets, where 
every morning there is a jam of all sorts of 
wagons for months, without a mishap of any 
kind,” 

Frank L, Fuller, Superintendent of the West 
Chicago Street railway company, said he was 
surprised tothink there is to be an investiga- 
tion. He said: 

“] see no cause for anything of the kind. 
There certainly have been noaccidents on our 
lines to cause such an _ investigation, 
and ‘particularly not on our electric lines. 
We have had since they started few acci- 
dents and but one fatality. This was 
due to the intoxicated condition of the man 
who was killed, and was entirely unavoidabie. 
We have fewer accidents on our electric lines 
than on the cable lines, yet the former run as 
fast as the cables. I think the investigation

MILLER IS INDICTED. 


ALLEGED G0-BETWEEN IN THE TOE 
BRIBERY OASE MUST BXPLAIS. 


Three True Bills Will Be Returned Against 
_ Him by the Grand Jury Charging Him 
with Extortion by Threats in Connection 
with Ald. Finkler and MartineHe Is 
Said to Have Approached the Com- 
panies Concerned=Denies He Suggested 
Anything Irregular to.the Dealers. 


The grand jury voted yesterday to indict 
William D. Miller, who, it is charged, acted 
as a go-between for the Aldermen and ice- 
dealers in the alleged dealings which led to 
the indictment of Alds. Finkier and Martin 
by the special grand jury. When the iuvesti- 
gation was held by the special grand jury 
there was testimony to the effect that Miller 
went to several ice dealers and said he repre- 
sented the press, and made to them a propo- 
sition that the icemen raise a fund of $50,000 
to ward off Council legisiation which would 
be hostile to their interests, Yesterday As- 
sistant State’s-Attorney Morrison appeared 
before the grand jury and said that 
the special grand jury which had 
heard this evidence was debarred by the 
statutes from indicting Miller for the reason 
that Miller had been a witness before it. Mr. 
Morrison said the question of indicting 
Miller had been passedto the present body 
and the evidence would be submitted. E. A. 
Shedd, Charles B, Shedd, and J. H. Will- 
iams were then called in, and they gave'the 
grand jury the same eVidence which they bad 
furnished to the former body as to the 
proposition of Miller.to raise $50,000, and 
after that smaller sums. The grand jury at 
once voted to indict for extortion by threats. 
Three indictments will be retutned against 
tne alleged go-between, one for each of the 
ice companies visited by him, the Kaicker- 
bocker, Washington, and the J. P. Smith 
company, 

Miller denies he was a go-between for Ald. 
Finkler and Martin and the various ice com- 
panies, He said: 

** After the ordinance was passed making it 
unlawful for ice companies to sell ice taken 
from streams near the city I called on repre- 
sentatives of these companies and solicited 
them for paid advertisements of theirice. I 
told them if they\had pure ice, as they claimed 
they did, to let the public know it. 
said it would cost them according to the space 
used, and when askeddirectiy as to the exact 
cost remarkéd laughingly: ‘Not over $50,- 
000.’ They said they would meet and after 
considering the watter would advertise. The 
representatives of the different companies 
met, but failed to agree on\an amount of 
space, and so did not advertise, As far as 
being a go-between for the Aldemmen and the 
ice companies, I was nothing of the kind, but 
was merely soliciting advertising.” 


STILL AFTER THE ICE COMPANIES. 


Health Department Is Looking for’ Eyi- 
dence Against Them. | 


The Health Department will continue to gov 


for the ice companies, and particularly those 
neaf the garbage dump at Ashland avenue 
and Diversey street. -Commissioner Kerr 
said yesterday: 

“As soon as we can get some evidence 
against these companies we will commence 
proceedings against them. It may be imp s- 
sible to get avything that would convict them 
until next winter. Any ice formed near such 
a place as a garbage dump would not be 
healthful. If we fail to accomplish the de. 
sired result now. the plan is to catch the com- 
panies next winter when they are cutting the 


All danger from the dumps, he said, was 
over, and the disinfectants are removing all 
bad odors from the garbage. 

Supt. Rhode of the Street Cleaning 
Bureau was congratulating himseif yes- 
terday over the result of the disinfectants 
used at the dumps. He said there would be 
no fdfther trouble with garbage. The great- 
est feature of the whoie matter, he said, was 
the ¢om paratively siight cost of the disinfec- 
tant, It is estimated that $600 will keep the 
dumps in good sanitary condition this year. 


INJUNCTION AGAINST WEST PARK BOARD 


Restrains It from Cutting Off Turner Ave- 
nue at Douglas Boulevard, 

Judge Windes yesterday issued an injunc- 
tion against the West Park Commussioners, 
restraining them from further proceeding 
With the work of cutting off Turner avenue at 
Douglas boulevard. The bill was filed by 
Paul F. Knefel, who owns the premises at 
Thirteenth street and Turner avenue, and it 
sets forth that the Park Commissioners are 
creating a nuisance by building a cop.ng for 
a grass plat down the center of the boulevard, 
thereby interfering with the cross street. 
Service of the injunction was made upon 
Commissioner Carl Moll. This is merely 
another breaking out of the fight which has
